Start Water Fight. 


Believes Private Concerns De- 


plete Supply. 


Will Plead for Highway 
Along the Coast Line. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 20.—Angered 
at the inaction of the City Council 
relative to the water situation and 
startied by the report of its Inveeti- 
gating Committee that there is an 
alarming diminution of the supply in 
the Bouton and Citizens basins, the 
City Club last night called a special 
meeting of its governors. 

lt was decided that if the Council 
and City Attorney do not take imme- 
diate action the City Club will 
secure a subscription sufficient to em- 
ploy counsel and institute a sult 
against the Dominguez Water Com- 
pany which it is claimed, is draw- 
ing upon Long Beach's artesian water 
supply. A meeting of the entire City 
Club will be held next week to decide 
upon plans of action. 

The governors believe that the 
Dominguez compasegy has no right to 
the artesian basi upon which Long 
Beach depends for its water supply 
and also believe that action must be 
taken at once, since it is said that if 
the company continues to supply the 
new town of Torrance with water for 
very long, it will be impossible to stop 
them by process of law. 

ROAD FOR COAST. 
President L. N. Whealton, Secretary 
Armitage, Engineer Munson and 
Treasurer Wallace of the Southern 
California Coast Boulevard Associa- 
tion, left tonight for San Francisco 
where tomorrow they will appear be- 
fore the State Highway Commission to 
plead the cause of a boulevard which 
will skirt the Coast for 120 miles 
President Whealton has data to show 
than on the entire route there is only 
six miles which present bad problems 
because of the lay of the land. These 
six miles would cost $20,000 a mile to 
construct and the remainder $10,000 
a mile. From Ventura to Santa Monica 
to Los Angeles would be eight miles 
shorter and much more scenic than 
the proposed interior route through 
the Conejo Valiey. 

The 6000 feet south from Point 
Mugu and 1500 feet south from Syca- 
more Canyon present the most serious 
difficulties and in these stretches it 
will be necessary to cut through rock 
to lay the road.

PACIFIC ELECTRIC ANSWERS. 
The Chamber of Commerce has re- 
ceived copies of the answer made by 
the Pacific Electric to the charges 
of the chamber filed with the State 
Rallway Commission relative to exces- 
sive fares in the city limits and refusal 
to grant universal transfers in the city. 
All of the charges are denied, the 
Pacific Blectric asserting that it main- 
tains two services in the city, a local 
and a through service, and transfers 
are granted on the local lines. Relative 
to the excessive fares the company 
says that since ite franchises were 
obtained the city has greatly enlarged 
its boundartes and the extension of the 
5-cent fare would be unjust and un- 
reasonable for the company. The fight 
has been in progress for several 
months and it is intimated that before 
the Railway Commission decides the 
matter an adjustment may be reached 
satisfactory to both sides.

LUNA PARK IN NEW HANDS. 


Negroes Take Over Resort for Their 

Permanent Pleasure Ground—Many 

Improvements Are Planned. 

Los Angeles negroes have taken 
over Luna Park for their own play- 
ground, and today the park, which 
has had a varied history, will become 
@ permanent pleasure ground for the 
members of that race. 

W. H. Washington is president and 
general manager of the corporation, 
and has ambitious plans which he 
hopes to develop during the life of 
the eight year lease including the 
erection of a $30,000 apartment 
house along the Washington-street 
frontage of the park. 

Today at least 15,000 negroes are 
expected to assemble at Luna for @ 
twelve-hour round of festivity. At- 
of African descent are 
engaged to act as cashiers, waitresses 
and attendants, and at many of the 
concessions negro managers will be 
in charge. 

All the negro Sunday-schools, fra- 
ternal orders and benevolent associa- 
tions will be represented at the open- 
ing day. 

It is proposec to cenvert the arti- 
ficial lake into an “inland sea,” for 
which purpose 100 tons of sand and 
pebbles will be brought from the sea- 
gide and made into a bathing beach. 
A “tent city” is also to be estabiished 
if the plans carry. 

There is a movement afoot among 
‘the negroes of Los Angeles and cities 
within a radius of thirty miles ‘to or- 
ganize a club of at least 2000 mem- 
bers, making Luna Park its head- 
quarters. The revenue derived from 
this source and from the buildings al- 
ready erected or planned ts expected 
to give the resort the necessary finan- 
cial ‘support.

“The Crest,’ Handiwork of 
Woman, Burned. 

Firemen Baffled, Little Girls 
Handle Buckets. 


“I'll Try Again,’ Says the 
Plucky Loser. 


Marguerite Field, author, poetess, 
and business woman, who built the 


place and lived alone in “The neato 


an eerle perched atop the Iloftiest 
peak on Elysian Heights, lost her sky- 


As the little house burned, strug- 
gling firemen toiled to drag a line of 
hose up 300 feet of almost perpendic- 
ular mountainside, while a powerful 
engine puffed away in an effort to 
force a water pressure through. 

The task was too great and the 
home was destroyed, but not before 
the juvenile friends of Mrs. Field had 
come to the rescue to the best of 
their ability and organized a bucket 
brigade. The corps’ of little-girl 
“firemen” labored valiantly for the 
“lady who tells such good stories,” 
but water was scarce and the blaze 
quick in ité destructiveness. 

“The Crest’ occupied one of the 
most beautiful sites in the vicinity of 
Los Angeles, commanding a fine view 
of ocean and mountains and far above 
the dust and noise of the city. -Mrs. 


Field selected it four years ago, when 


she came from Colorado, because of 
its beauty, and built herself the house 
that is now ashes. 

Nearly all the work of construction, 
and the masonry required to build re- 
taining walls, the stable for the cow, 
which helps her eke out a living, and 
the arbors and flower beds which 
made of the little cleared space at 
the top of the hill a garden spot, was 
done by Mrs. Field herself. Re- 
tween times she fought to regain her 
health, sold milk, and now and then 
earned a real estate commission by 
disposing of a mountain lot, selling a 
poem or story to a newspaper or 

azine, conducting a mail order 
business, and living the life of a very 
busy woman “up above the world so 
high.” 

Mrs. Field has become known as a 
short story writer, displaying the same 
versatility in her literary work as in 
other vocations, her contributions 
ranging in theme from love to psy- 
chology. 

Mrs. Field lost everything she had 
in the world in the fire yesterday— 
clothing, home, manuscripts, furniture, 
She had no insurance, the policy hav- 
ing expired a few days ago. The 
fire was caused by a defective oil 
stove, 

“Of course I will rebuild just as soon 
as I can,” said the plucky little woman 
as she stood on the edge of the ruins 
of what had been “The Crest” half 
an hour before. “I started from 
nothing and built my home once be- 
fore, and I'll try again. I guess | 
can do it.”

its operations has been transferred to 
Utah, wheres 5000 miners, mostly Poles, 
Austrians, Greeks and Slavs, who were glad 
in their own country to get 90 cents for ten 
hours’ work and not attempt to dictate to 
their employers who their fellow-workmen 
should be, are not satisfied with $3 and 
$3.50 for eight or nine hours’ work in the 
copper mines in Bingham Canyon, Utah, 
but have struck for 50 cents a day more. 
In ceasing work—as they bad a right to do— 
they did not depart peaceably. They 
camped on the premises, declared their tn- 
tention to kill any miners who accepted the 
jobs they had abandoned, and, by shooting 
at deputy sheriffs, demonstrated that they 
were armed and prepared to fulfill their 
threats—all of which acts were in open and 
shameless violation of the laws of the coun- 
try to which they came and in which they 
were earning as much money for eight 
hours’ work as they earned in their native 
lands for twenty-eight hours’ work. 

If they should remain out on their strike 
for thirty days and the mining companies 
should then give way .to Aheir demands It 
would take each miner seven months to 
make good the losses of a tnirty-days’ strike. 
The blame for the folly and crime of the 
strike rests not so much upon the deluded 
and unthinking strikers as upon those whose 
teachings misled them. 

One of the most mischievous of these 
misleaders is Clarence Darrow. Convicts 
like Tveltmoe and blatherskites like Gom- 
pers have their influence. But Darrow is 
a different sort of man. He is a lawyer 
of some ability which he deDauches by 
eulogy of dynamiters. He boasts of having 
been a genera! attorney of a big railroad com- 
pany and of having been the attorney and 
general counse! of the city of Chicago. He 
occupies a position of such influence with 
the working people of the land that from 
their earnings they. made up the enormous 
sum of $200,000 and placed it in his hands 
to defend the McNamaras. 

He defended them by inducing them to 
plead guilty, thus securing for one the liv- 
ing death of a life imprisonment and for the 
other fifteen years’ imprisonment in a cell. 
He had no opportunity at the time to make 
public justification of the acts of the Mc- 
Namaras. The first chance he had to do 80 
was at his own trial on a charge of jury 
bribing. At that trial he addressed the 
jury in his own behalf, and his speech, pub 
lished in pamphlet form and sold fur 25 
cents, has probably been sent to every 
union-labor organisation in the land. In 
that speech he says that he risked “his life, 
his liberty and his reputation to save the 
murderer, McNamara.” He did not state 
when end in what manner he risked his 
life. He did not detail in what particular 
transaction he risked his liberty. The jury 
found that he did not risk it tn the particu- 
lar instance of attempted bribery with which 
he was charged. 

Concerning the McNamara who placed 
the dynamite that blew up the Times Build- 
ing and spilled twenty innocent svuls into 
the air Darrow said in that speech: 

“He believed in a cause and he risked 
his life in that cause... Judged in 
the light of his motives, I cannot condemn 
the man and I will not. . None of 
the perpetrators of this deed was ever mor- 
ally guilty of murder.” 

Darrow has for the present purged Los 
Angeles of his presence. On Thursday the 
telegraph informs us that he was at Salt 
Lake City counseling with Mvuyer with re 
spect to the next movement of the 4000 riot- 
ous miners who are entrenched in Bingham 
Canyon, who refuse to accept an offered 
rhise of wages of 25 cents per day, who de 
mand 50 cents per day, and refuse to sub- 
mit‘ their differences with the mine owners 
to arbitration, who threaten to kill any 
miners who may accept the employment 
they have vacated, and to blow up the smelt- 
ers and hoisting works. 

The Greek miners, who are entrenched 
on the mountain commanding the works of 
the Utah Copper Company, have been fir- 
ing at every party of men, howe¥ter few 
in number, who approached their fortifica- 
tions. 

It is probable that the Greeks and Aus- 
trians and Poles, who are defying the law 
and threatening to murder all who oppose 
them, will have transiated to them the 
epeech of the great American lawyer, Clar- 
ence Darrow, in which he said: “I CAN- 
NOT CONDEMN M’NAMARA AND I WILL 
NOT. . NONE OF THE PERPE- 
TRATORS OF THIS DEED WAS EVER 
MORALLY GUILTY OF MURDER.” 

If the counsel heretofore given to all 
workers and now probably being given spe- 
cially by Clarence Darrow to the striking 
miners of Utah shall result in bloodshed, 
guilt will rest upon the soul of Clarence 
Darrow. 


HE FAOE OF AN ANGEL. 

In the fifteenth verse of the sixth chap- 
ter of the Acts of the Apostles it is related 
that, when Stephen spoke before the coun- 
cil, “all that sat in the council looking 
steadfastly on him saw his face as it had 
‘been the face of an angel.” 

It was the thought of Stephen that il- 
lumined his face. It is the thought that 
imparts vigor and power to the spoken 
word. The magnetism of the voice does 
much. The pose and gesture of the speaker 
do much. The subject and the occasion 
bave very much to do with the success or 
failure of a speech, but it is the thought 
which, clothed in the garb of forceful rhet- 
orice and unanswerable logic, impresses it- 
self upon the heart and brain of the au- 
ditor, and he sees the face of the orator 
“as it had been the face of an angel.” 

There are many spelibinders turned loose 
on the country just now. It would probably 
not be an overestimate to say that at Re. 
publican, Democratic and Progressive meet- 
ings tonight several thousand orators will 
dilate. A good many of them who will 
think they are making a speech will only 
2 noise. Some who will assume 
presenting a garment of truth will 
offer only a patchwork of lies, and 
a few--and they necessarily Taft Repub-

licans—will cause their audiences to look | 
upon “the face of an angel.”

It diminishes the value of a speech If it 
is made in favor of a man rather than of 
a cause. Especially is this the case when 
the speaker is a candidate for public office, 
for then the most eager and credulous hear- 
er will accord less weight to his utterances. 

The press has lessened the power of the 
mere speechmakers, but it hes not moulted 
a feather on the wings of the true eyed 
His face is still to his hearers “as the face 
of an angel.” When Philip of Macedon 
essayed to conquer Greece he bought many | 
of her eloquent men. History says that the 
power of Philip was first in his orators, 
secondly in his gold, and lastly in his 
armies. Yet there was one man whose 
voice he could not silence with gold or 
with armies, and that voice still rings down 
the ages, saying “let us march against 
Philip.” But the power of the written word 
is not to be decried. A book of Charles 
Dickens reformed the chancery practice in 
England. A book of Charles Reade’s re- 
formed the prison system. A book of Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe's was a potent influence 
in behalf of the abolition of slavery. Music 
ig closely allied to oratory in its effect 
upon the actions of men. Hymns have 
made as Many converts as sermons, and 
the strains of martial music have caused 
armies to encounter cheerfully the storm- 
lest shock of battle. 

It is the thought that directs the pen, 
that swells the diapason, that gives power 
to the spoken word. Emerson said, “The 
soul knows only soul.” In true spontane 
ous oratory, guiltless of affectation or of 
tricks in manner, soul speaks through 
kindling eye, through vibrant voice, through 
every fiber of the physical frame, and thrills 
the soul of the listener as a direct current 
of thought, emotion and purpose. 

An audience is in large degree responsi- 
ble for the success or failure of a speech. 
“There are,” says Sedgwick, “men in it of 
all sorts; men that work with their hands, 
those that toll with their heads, some rich 
in the world’s gear, some with not so much. 
There is the man that takes a superior at- 
titude; he is not going to be convinced 
unless his somewhat exiguous standards 
are met. There is the man that, leaning 
forward, looks upward, somewhat puzzled, 
hearing a message and not hearing it, prob- 
ably unconsciously looking for it, Some 
go to the meeting for amusement as they 
would go to a circus to feed buns to the 
elephant.” 

It is the duty of the orator, through what- 
ever of toil in preparation, to give to his 
audience the very best that it is in him to 


service. The War Department does not 
approve of this feature. 

The Army and Navy Register. editorially 
reviews the new enlistment law as follows: 

“It is stated that Congress will re 
turn to the three-year enlistment period 
and will possibly fix the term at two 
years. This is altogether impossibie: 
under the present Democratic control 
of the House. Chairman Hay made an 
independent Investigation into the ques- 
tion of the proper length of the enlist- 

ment period. He corresponded with a 

large number of officers of long army 

service and as a result of the evidence 
gathered has formed decided opinions 
in favor of the five-year term.

The agreement for a four-year period of 

actual service was a compromise and 

now agrees with the actual term of serv- 
ice in the navy and marine corps. 

There is no likelihood of a change in re- 

gard to the period of service with the 

colors.” 

“The chief objection to the new law,” 
says the Boston Monitor, “is that the re 
serve clause contains no provision for keep- 
ing In touch with a soldier after entering 
the reserve. He will be under no obliga- 
tion to return to the colors unless sum- 
moned@ in accordance with an act of Con- 
gress. He will be furloughed and the de- 
partment will not necessarily know of his 
whereabouts.” 

Even if the new law should so abolish 
inducements to enlistments as to reduce 
the force of enlisted men to 1000. who would 
doubtless be used for police duty on res 
ervations, still if West Point is kept up to 
its present standard, we shall always have 
a plentiful supply of officers; and expe- 
rience has demonstrated that, in the event 
of war, a million, if need be, of volunteers 
who have received a preliminary training 
in the militia service could be rapidly placed 
in the field. 


EARLESS, RESOLUTE, RIGHTEOTS.

The Stanley investigation showed that 
the steel trust contributed to the Roosevelt 
campaign fund, one receipt for $10,000 hav- 
ing been produced. 

But this is all the definite information 
that has been acquired during the eight 
years of Roosevelt secrecy and silence.-

The regular Republicans of Los An- 
geles county will hold a convention 
this morning at 10 o'clock in Blanch- 
ard Hall for the purpose of selecting 
a new County Central Committee, 
which shall have control and man- 
agement of the Kepublican party's 
campaign. The meeting will be called 
to order by Col. C. L. Heartwell of 
Long Beach, who was elected chair- 
man of the Taft Republican county 
convention held at Long Beach Sep- 


tember 14. Each of the 727 precincts 
in the city and county will be rep- 
resented by a delegate. After the 


convention adopts a platform and 
names a central committee it will be 
up to the courts to decide whether 
the Taft or Bull Moose convention 
Was the real Republican convention 
and which organization is entitled to 
use the name of that party in the 
coming campaign. A resolution prais- 
ing President Taft and indorsing the 
administration and the action of the 
Chicago convention will be introduced. 
A reselution strongly condemning the 
so-called Progressive party and its 
plot to steal the Republican name and 
party machinery in California, will 
probably be adopted by the unanimous 
vote of the convention. The conven- 
tion will be addressed by Ex-United 
States Senator Flint, Ex-Gov. Gage, 
Col. Holabird and other prominent 
Republicans. It promises to be an 
enthusiastic gathering of real Repub- 
licans who are loyal to the Grand Old 
Party and its splendid record of 
achievement for fifty years, 


C. E. Parish, who led the La Fol- 
lette movement in Couthern California 
in the May primary campaign and 
who also was a candidate for dele- 
gate to the Chicago convention on the 
La Follette ticket, is supporting Taft 
for re-election. Mr. Parish declared 
yesterday that 90 per cent. of the 
men and women who voted for the 
Wisconsin Senator in May will cast 
their votes for Taft and Sherman in 
the November election. The following 
letter waa received from Mr. Parish 
yesterday: 

“For many years I was the editor 
and publisher of a Republican news- 
paper in Wisconsin and have known 
Senator La Follette intimately for 
ever thirty years. I was familiar with 
the reform movement under the lead- 
ership of La Follette, and I make the 
statement without fear of successful 
contradiction that while Theodore 
Roosevelt knew that Senator La Fol- 
lette was the father of the progres- 
sive movement in the Republican 
party he never did a single thing that 
was not inimical to La Follette and 
the cause that he fought for in State 
and nation. During the five years Mr. 
La Follette served as Governor of 
Wisconsin there was enacted in that 
State most of the reform measures 
which have made Wisconsin famous. 
La Follette and the progressive cause 
received no recognition or help from 
President Roosevelt, but met with 
opposition in the long and arduous 
fight with Federal officers appointed 
by Roosevelt. In 1904 La Follette, 
who had then served four years as 
was elected a delegate-at- 
large to the National Republican Con- 
vention. Roosevelt was a candidate 
to succeed himself. He had no oppo- 
sition and his word was law. A dele- 
gation of Wisconsin progressive Re- 
publicans went to Washington and 
pleaded with him to prevent a plot 
to unseat La Follette and his three 
colleagues. He paid no attention to 
the petition, but allowed the ‘steam 
roller’ of the National Committee to 
crush them. La Follette and his col- 
leagues were unseated. HKoosevelt at 
that time was not familiar with the 
acriptural passage, ‘Thou shalt not 
steal. The delegates seated were all 
enemies of La Follette and progres- 
sive measures. La Follette has always 
been a true Republican and believes 
in fighting the battles of reform 
within his own party ranks, and that 
the party is greater than the political 
ambitions of any man. He hs gone 
down to defeat many times, but has 
always refused to bolt.” 


Genator Caminetti of Amador 
seems disposed to take the leadership 
of the Democratic party in Califor- 
nia. He succeeJed in having himself 
appointed chairman of the State Ex- 
ecutive Committee. And he is bogsing 
the job. A number of leading Bour- 
bons in the State are openly opposing 
Caminetti’s plan to capture the chair- 
manship on the ground that he has 
failed on several occasions to pre- 
serve the integrity of his Democracy 
They claim that he has voted twice 
in the Legislature for Republican 
candidates for the United States Sen- 
ate.

BOTTLED SUNBURN. 


Summer Sales of Permanganate of 
Potash Indicate That the Sun Re- 
ceives Artificial Aid to Produce Tan. 
{Pearson's Weekly:] Most people 
feel disappointed if after their sum- 
mer holiday they have not something 
to show for it in the shape of a 
healthy coating of sunburn. But in- 
genious people have discovered that 
it is quite easy to get the sunburn 
without the holiday—if you know 
how. 

A scientist has recently invented a 
process by which those rays which 
cause sunburn can be produced in 4 
greatly intensified form. It is these 
rays—the actinic rays, as they are 
called—which make the sun bronze 
the skin, while even the hottest fire- 
light does not. By standing before a 
lantern whose rays are concentrate’ 
on his face the man who wants sun- 


ten minutes, though teh ten minutes is 
a somewhat painful period. 

Of recent years more than one 
patent wash, guaranteed to produce a 
permanent tan, has been put on the 
market. 

But the most economical of aik 
forms of sunburn can be got from 
that cheapest of chemicals, perman- 
ganate of potash, simply by diluting 
and applying it. At a chemists’ con- 
ference some two years ago a cit) 
chemist declared that, judging from 
the way his sales of permanganate 
went up in the summer, a considerabie 
proportion of the August sunburn in 
his district came out of the bottles.

VASTNESS OF STELLAR DEPTHS. 


Measurements Seem to Fail as One 
Secks to Determine Diameters of 
the Heavenly Bodies, 

[Omaha Bee:}] Go dig a hole in the 
ground and set a post five or six feet 
high. Nail a stick across the top. 
Tie a fine string to a ring three inches 
in dlameter and suspend it from the 
end of the stick. 

Break up a diamond—if you make 
the error of wearing one and cen- 
tering your mind in the useless bauble 
rather than upon nature and her ma- 
jestic laws; select a minute fragment 
so small that if spherical seventy- 
one side by side would make a row 
one inch long, and suspend the tiny 
globe by means of a fine fiber of silk 
in the center of the ring. 

Then walk away in a straight line 
9.31 miles, turn around and look back. 
The ring would be invisible, and it 
would require the keenest eye to see 
the post, if indeed any could see it. 

Get a £004 telescope, and you might

(Consular Reports:] The city au- 
thorities, who control] the street car 
service of Dresden, have put in force 
a system which greatly increases the 
efficiency of their lines. By their 
plan it is possible for a stranger to 
make immediate use of the street 
rallways without etther speaking a 
foreign language or having any of the 
advance knowledge that is needed in 
getting about by street car in many 
cities of Europe and America.

The Maturing Crop of Humanity. | 
LTHOUGH these are bright days, brilliant with sun- 
shine and rich in fruits throughout the Great South- 

west and along by the Western Sea, they are indeed the 
melancholy days for Young America here as well as in 
other parts of the country. Vacation has gone and all 
the schools are opened and, instead of bat and ball, of 
splashing in surf by the seaside or climbing the crags 
of the mountains, Young America of both sexes is now, 
much to its discontent, “poring over miserable books.” 
Well, it is discipline, and discipline is the lot of the 
disciple, and every disciple must have a niaster who 
is the teacher and the disciple the scholar. . The fruit 
may be bitter in the bud, but it is all right when the 
days of maturity come. This is a new community, and 
in spite of rapid growth population here is still sparse. 
It challenges the world to match it in many things, and 
in nothing more than in its schools. There is no part 


of the country, no matter how old, densely populated 
or rich, surpassing the Great Southwest in its provision 
for the proper training of the youth of the community, 
in other words the bringing of the next crop of human- 
ity to proper maturity through diligent and scientific 
cultivation, plenty of the irrigation of knowledge and 
of the fertilization of wisdom. The public-school sys- 
tem is nowhere developed to a higher degree of effi- 
ciency, nor is there any community that provides for 
its youth handsomer, more sanitary or better equipped 
school buildings. The number of private schools rapg- 
ing from the kindergarten to the university is large 
beyond that found in any community of the same popu- 
lation. Every branch of education can be followed, 
here to its uttermost twigs, unto “the last leaf upon the 
tree.” So superior are the members of the teaching 
body all through the Great Southwest in schools, pub- 
Le and private, that the highest institutions of learn- 
ing at the East and the best conducted public schools 
make raids upon us continually to rob us of some one 
or another of our successful pedagogues. — 


The Tourist Slogan. 

O FAR as the Illustrated Weekly can remember 

The Times was the first journal in America to raise 
the tourist slogan which has become so popular and is 
so often reiterated in these days, “See America First.” 
This was done in a letter written by a staff writer 
some ten years ago from Switzerland. The center of 
the idea was this: That there was no part of Europe 
which presented such grandeur or beauty of land- 
scape scenery as our own country. This is true 
whether we regard it from the standpoint of mountain 
peak, snow-capped and cloud-wrapped, or from that of 
the titanic gorges cut in the mountainsides in aeons 
torn with storms, or again from that of the noble riv- 
ers that sweép amid wooded bluffs seaward, or of that 
of the gigantic waterfalls that leap hundreds of feet 
}over rock-bound walls, or of the quieter scenes of 
valley, vale and dell, of plain and rolling hill, of wood- 
lands and of nestling lakes amid the hills. This slogan 
has become now a household word, and was last echoed 
at Salt Lake, where the Trans-Mississippi Commercial 
Congress met, by Louis W. Hill of the Great Northern 
Railroad. The following from Mr. Hill's speech seems 
to us well worthy of reproduction: 

“I'd like to see Congress wake up to the patriotic 
necessity of advertising the scenic beauties and natu- 
ral wonders that are scattered throughout Uncle Sam's 
domain. What's the matter with beginning by repro- 
ducing pictures of the wonders upon postage stamps? 

“There is an innate patriotism in the American that is 
impulsively responsive to all timely appeals. The lat- 
est and most striking proof has come from the ‘See 
America First’ slogan, which this year has started the 
greatest march of tourists ever seen upon the sunset 
side of the great Mississippi Valley. 

“We concentrated on the appeal ‘SSee America First.’ 
The result was that fully one-half as many tourists 
went to Glacial Park in the second year of its existence 
as visited Yellowstone, the oldest park in Uncle Sam's 
group.” 

To emphasize this, the next speaker, J. W. Delley of 
Denver said: 

“During 1911, 800,000 persons sailed from the ports 
of these United States to foreign countries, of which 
400,000 come under the designation of tourists, who 
travel for recreation and sightseeing. If we allow for 
each: of these 460,000 foreign-bound tourists an ex- 
penditure of $1000, we shall have, as the total expendi- 
ture of American citizens in foreign lands for the 
year, the staggering sum of $400,000,000.

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A “Progressive” Argument. 


F WE may assume that all motion is prog- 

ress, then the Bull Moose party and their 

political allies, the Democratic party, are pro- 
gressive, surely. 

If a young man were to take up the platform 
of the third-termers and the free-traders he 
would find everything almost which to his eyes 
would appear the latest inspiration from heaven 
or elsewhere. 

If an elderly person were to analyze these 
carefully he would fail to find a single thing in 
them that is new. He would find policies ad- 
vocated which to his own knowledge are fifty 
years old, originated by the Grangers of the 
Middle Wesg just after the war. He would find 
that these same policies were taken up and 
adopted by the Populists of the Middle West 
and Southern States and pressed by men like 
Jerry Simpson, Senator Pfeffer and Tom Wat- 
son. He would follow down the years and find 
every one of these policies taken up by William 
J. Bryan and loudly advocated by that astute 
politician in the days when he was seeking the 
Presidency by all paths that led to a possible 
vote.. If this person of mature years were to 
analyze most closely the platform built at Balti- 
more and the other by the Bull Me’s at Chicago 
he would fail to find a plank in them that was 
not moth-eaten by years, and going to pieces by 
the drv rot of time. 

There have been accretions picked up by this - 
conglomeration of vagaries from time to time. 
until we reach Mr. Roosevelt’s panacea for all 
political ills in the recall of judges and his own 
invention, the recall of judicial decisions. But 
this is only an expansion of an old sentiment of 
hostility conceived and carefully nurtured 
against courts and their decisions by the Grang- 
ers, the Populists, Mr. Bryan and his followers, 
and the side partners of these political move- 
ments, Eugene Debs and the other Socialists. 

Writers with a bias of bitter hostility agatnst 
judges and judicial decisions think thev have 
closed the discussion when they point out that 
there is no provision in our written Constitution 
for courts exercising any restraining power over 
legislative bodies, and that this is true of al! 
other constitutional governments with Legisla- 
tures to make laws, 

As to the argument of comparison with other’ 
countries, to us that is a matter worthy of no 
consideration. Of course it may be just over- 
weening American conceit, but whether it is or 
not it is an opinion too firmly rooted in our own 
minds to be easily eliminated, that our constitu- 
tional government is so vastly and incomparablv 
superior to all other governments of the present 
or the past, that the fact that ours differs from 
those other. governments is a solid argument in 
behalf of our own. As to the British govern- 
ment, any attempt to compare that with ours 
on constituti@al grounds is utterly without 
force. There is no constitution in Great Brit- 
ain. The unreflective person who uses words 
like a parrot may retort that Great Britain has a 
constitution, only it is unwritten. The British 
constitution is a myth, as insubstantial asa 
cipher with the rim rubbed off. It is a dough- 
nut composed entirely of a hole. This is not an 
American opinion. It is a view presented to the 
writer a few years ago in Great Britain by one 
of the greatest statesmen of that kingdom. It 
is a view firmly upheld by the discussion in 
Great Britain two years ago as to the right of 
the King to overwhelm the House of Lords by 
the creation of a batch of new peers, nominated 
by the radical government, to put though radi- 
cal propositions. The British newspapers on 
both sides of the controversy dug into the his- 
tory of the past and produced precedents on both 
sides of the question so evenly balanced that 
there was not the weight of a feather between 
them. 

As to the arguments on our own Constitution, 
it appears to us as if that were a very far-fetched 
conclusion. A recent writer argues that the 
House of Representatives is as well qualified to 
judge of the constitutionality of a law as the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. When one 
considers that every law passes the House of 
Representatives by a majority vote, and that 
only an average of perhaps one member in twen- 
ty-five is a constitutional lawyer or a lawyer of 
any great ability in any line of jurisprudence, it 
will appear very evident that «the person who 
made such a statement was one of three things: 
He was either ignorant of the facts, biased in 
his opinion, or unable to reason logically. 

The Supreme Court of the United States is 
acknowledged by statesmen, scholars and phi- 
losophers of all countries to be composed of the 
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ablest jurists in the world, To compare these as 
a body with the House of Representatives as a 
body is a comparison that will not stand the 
analysis of} facts or the application of fair logical 
reasoning. 

It is the function of all. courts in civilized 
countries on all cases brought before them to 
weigh well the facts presented in the evidence 
and the law in the case. If a case comes up un- 
der a law passed by Congress it has never, until 
recently, been questioned that it was a, lawful 
function of the courts and the duty of the courts 
to consider whether the law was constitutional 
or not. It is a part of our legal procedure which 
in our opinion we will discard with great danger. 
The Federal government is charged with the 
duty of seeing that every State ir&the Union is 
guaranteed in the enjoyment of a republican 
form of government. The only measure we 
have to apply is the Constitution, and who shall 
apply this measure if not the judges skilled in 
constitutional law? 

It may be that in certain instances this func- 
tion of the judiciary has been exercised unneces- 
sarily, perhaps improperly. It might be a good 
thing to so amiend our judicial practice as to take 
away the right of passing on the constitutional- 
ity of an act of Congress by any court except the 
Supreme Court of the United States. That 
might shorten and simplify our judicial practice, 
but after all that is where all such questions 
finally terminate. 

If the Constitution had provided no remedy 
for the usurpation of power on the part of the 
judiciary, there would be more reason for the 
present clamor for the judicial recall and the re- 
call of judicial decisions’ but inasmuch as the 
Constitution has carefully guarded against such 
a condition we do not see the necessity of the 
radical change proposed by the ‘,progressives” 
bent upon revolution in the same way that 
Maine went for Gov. Kent. If the people of the 
United States think the Supreme Court has erred 
or is thwarting fheir will improperly, all they 
have to do is to amend the Constitution as pro- 
vided for in that organic law. 

It takes time? Yes, and it wisely takes time. 
It gives the people a chance to speak upon the 
matter and act upon it from second thought, and 
not upon the impulse of a moment of wild excite- 
ment. We have lived nearly 150 years under 
the Ccnstitution and have prospered greatly and 
suffered very little inconvenience or detriment 
from the checks the Constitution puts upon the 
people of governing themselves. 

The radical progressives may sneer at the ad- 


ministration of government “by checks and bal- 


ances,’ but if the people suffer themselves-to be 
controlled by the sneer and throw down all the 
barriers they will regret it as sure as human na- 
ture is human nature. 


Lemons—Irish and Otherwise. 
ey had long been accounted the staff of 

life until the food faddists found out that it 
was the big stick used by death to slaughter 
mankind, 

Of course we accept the popular fable that the 
potato in Ireland will take the place of the loaf 
elsewhere, and of the oatmeal scone in Scotland. 
The spud is often referred to in alleged facetious- 
ness as the “Irish lemon.” The food faddists 
have it in for the potato a little worse than for 
bread, under the notion that it is too starchy for 
health. 

The California lemon is not of the earth 
earthy, but of the sunlight, full of health-giving 
qualities. There is not a family in the civilized 
world that does not use the Irish lemon more or 
less freely, most families every day. This has 
been part of the household regime since Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh returned from the stormy coast of 
Cape Hatteras with a big tuber in his suit case. 

But most of us can look back not many years 
and recall the fact that the real lemon scarcely 
ever appeared in the household regime of the 
average family. The piquant fruit made its ap- 
ance once or twice a year in most households 
about the Fourth of July to be converted into 
lemonade, and about Christmas time to be st-sck 
in the snout of a roast pig. - 

This has been changed in recent years to such 
an extent that lemons are in many houses as reg- 
ular in their daily visits as the potato. There 
are thousands of families who buy: lemons by 
the dozen and their households are no more with- 
out them than without the potato or the loaf. 
In such well-conducted families, lemons are 
used every year, including the extra one when 
leap year comes. 

The cranks who are all the time thinking of 
what they shall eat and drink, and make their 
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own life a burden by teaching others what 
they shall eat and drink, are by no means an un- 
mixed evil. They are doing lots of good, and it 
was about time some one took up the task of 
teaching humanity how, when and what to eat, 
and a still more important task, how, when and 
what not to eat. 

There has been nothing accomplished by those 
who make a study of food more important than 
teaching the people to make a plentiful use of 
lemons. Their excellent effect on the human 
system inclines one to the belief that lemon tree 
was the one that grew in: the midst of the Gar- 
den of Eden and was referred to by the Guardian 
Angel who drove out the first sinners, as “the 
tree of life.” 

The person who takes into his system the juice 
of about half a lemon a day in a glass of water 
without sugar, is taking the best and cheapest 
medicine he could come by. It is not a cure so 
much as a preventive of ailments, and yet it will 
cure a great many of the ills of the flesh. It 
keeps the blood cool, the digestion active, and 
the system clear of noxious microbes. : 

Every bit of the lemon is useful. If you burn 
a finger or inflict a wound on any part of your 
body just clap a bit of lemon peel on the sore 
and it is sure to heal at once. If yott have a 
bit of skin irruption, rub the spot with a piece 
of lemon peel and it disappears as quickly as if 
a fairy waved a magic wand. 

When all the people in the United States, 
numbering a hundred million, 75 per cent. of 
them ofd enough to use a little lemon juice, have 
learned the beneficial effects of this fruit of the 
tree of life, all the lemon area of California will 
not produce enough of the fruit to go round. 


Is It Worth the Cost? 


MONG the new laws of the State are two 
which were passed by the Legislature 
ynder a promise to the public that they would 
work greatly for reforms in various ways. One 
was a law providing that county clerks should 
send by mail a sample ballot to every voter on 
the Great Register. The other law was one 
requiring the writing, printing and publication 
of arguments pro and con on measures to be 
put before the voters of the State or subdivision 
of the State in certain cases. | y ve 

For the coming election in Los Angeles county 
the number of sample ballots to be mailed runs 
to nearly a quarter of a million. -Fhese ballots 
are on a large sheet of paper, each containing 
considerable printing. For each one there must 
be provided an envelope and there must be a 
cent stamp put upon each to pass it through the 
mails. The cost to the taxpayers of the county 
will be something like $15,000. This, we pre- 
sume, includes the cost of clerical help in hand- 
ling these envelopes and placing them in the 
mail. 

The law providing for the writing, printing 
and publishing of arguments for and against 
measures to be voted on is another costly bit 
of political machinery. This is a State-wide 
activity, and will cost a good deal more than that 
of the county for mailing sample ballots. 

We question very seriously whether there is 
any great good accomplished by either. of these 
new laws. The newspapers of the various par- 
ties and the candidates for office have always 
taken good care that the voter should know who 
was running for any given office in any given 
district or in the whole State. The party news- 
papers and the candidates are in no way relieved 
of their task by the sending out of sample bal- 
lots. The newspapers are busier than ever in- 
forming their readers as to who is running for 
office, what his political affiliations are and what 
his qualifications and disqualifications for office 
may be. It is our belief that a vast majority, if 
ndt nearly all these sample ballots are confided 
to the keeping of the waste basket, or consigned 
to the flames in the back yard without being 
opened. 

As to the second law referred to here, the 
adminstration is charged with the duty of select- 
ing the writers of the arguments for different 
measures, and we believe also for those who take 
the contrary of the argument. It seems these 
selections are oftem made without any more ref- 
erence to the convictions of the writers than 
those of a lawyer who is charged with the defense 
or prosecution of a case. It seems to be an 
entirely perfunctory matter, and probably com- 
mands the attention of the writers in a very per- 
functory way. 

Another objection to it is that it puts in the 
hands of the political machine a dangerous power 
in that the machine politicians may select 
able men to write elaborate articles on the side 
favored by the machine, and less able men or 
[444] 
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the beasts of the field, the fowls of the air and the 
fishes of the sea. 

I hofbe the rest of you have more inherent right to

He 
never Was as strong as a bull moose, nor as a cow 
moose, and hardly as a calf moose a week after Kk came 
into the world. He is rather bearish in his manners, 
but the grizzly bear would make mighty short work 
of him if it came to a hugging match. To be sure, the

ORIGIN OF WORDS. 


WAS walking up Spring street the other day and 

| met an inquisitive friend who propounded to me two 

questions in one. “How do you pronounce the word 

mayonnaise? Is it as written mayonnaise, or is .t 
myonnaise, and what is the origin of the word?” 

The pronunciation is easy, as according to the Eng- 
lish authorities it is pronounced as if spelled like the 
Cnglish proper name May, but the origin of the word 
I must confess was a puzzler. Betaking myself to the 
dictionary I was informed that this relish was first 
made at Bayonne, and ought to be spelled with the in- 
itial B instead of M. How the letters were changed it 
would perhaps be impossible-to trace. 

This is by no means the only word in the English 
language which is puzzling in its origin and pronuncia- 
tion. A philosopher has made the statement tliat 
words are the coins of the thoughtful person, and the 
counters of the unreflective. In other words, a good 
many of us use words with little more intelligent con- 
nection with the thought than a parrot develops. 

I just used a word that would puzzle the average 
man to account for. The word “counter” is from the 
French which means exactly the same as in English 
according to the use made above. But see how mean- 
ings mix themselves. It means a piece of furniture 
on which the count is made, as well as the things used 
in the counting. Then a word spelled exactly the 
same way does not mean the same thing at all. The 
second word ofthe same form comes frem the Latin 
“contra,” and means against. It is most frequently 
found @& the’side of a prize ring where one boxer 
counters on the other. 

A word in such common use in every kitchen in the 
English-speaking world, “apron,” presents a strange 
vagary in language. How many of us would ever con- 
nect apron with napkin or that with the nap on a piece 
of cloth? This last use of the word is a case of put- 
ting a part for the whole, for nap means cloth, and not 
just the finish upon it. But napkin is a case of a mon- 
grel or mulatto word condemned by all linguistic schol- 
ars. It is formed by attaching the Saxon suffix kin to 
the French word of Latin origin, nappe. The Saxon 
suffix is in very common use in proper names and com- 
mon, Lambkin means a little lamb, and Perkins 


means the child of Pears or little pears. But what has 
all this to do with apron, which begins with the letter 
“a” and apparently has nothing to do with nap? That 
is where we find the vagary. The word was origi- 
nally napron, and took its present form through de- 
taching the initial letter “n” from the original word 
and attaching it to the preceding article “a.” In old 
English you will find the words ‘‘a napron,” which be- 
came confused in people’s minds before printing was 
invented and so twisted into “an apron.” The form 
of this word indicated that it was a big cloth in con- 
tradistinction to napkin, a little cloth. 

In these days of frequent elections we are all pretty 
well accustomed to the word ballot. We are less ac- 
customed to the word bull as designating a decree ema- 
nating from His Holiness the Pope at the Vatican. 
How many ever connect the two words? Yet if not 
twins they are at least brothers, or at the farthest re- 
moved first cousins. The papal decree derives its 
name from the bulla or little ball attached to the seal 
of the document. The word ballot comes from the 
use of little balls used in voting to this day in secret 
societies, clubs, and so on. Any of us would know 
what we meant if we said somebody was “black-balled” 
by a club or lodge. The vowel in the Latin bulla in 
English became transformed from u to a, and when 
we know this we have the whole genesis of the word. 

The words “court,” “courting” and “courteous” are 
familiar to all those who frequent the dwelling-place 
of monarchs, to all young men who indulge in the 
proverbial young dream, and to all cultivated per- 
sons who attend social functions. The court originally 
meant the yard surrounding the palace of the mon- 
arch, and where soft words were used to butter many 
parsnips there naturally grew up the use of the word 
courting. As go0d manners were supposed to pre- 
vail at the palace we get the word courteous from the 
same origin. In the days of Peter the Great of Russia, 
of Frederick the Great of Prussia, of Bluff King Hal 
of England, and of one of his successors, James I, it 
would be an awful stretch of the imagination to apply 
the word courteous to the palace manners of those 
times. 

What is the origin of the words? They come from 
the Latin cohort, a military formation much like the

HAVE a nice little watch made by a clever group of 

machinists and watchmakers in Yankee Waltham, 

Mass., at least ten years ago, for it has been that 
long since I bought it of Montgomery Brothers, in Los 
Angeles, paying for it somewhat less than my tailor 
paid for the very beautiful one which he carries. 
Which shows how much more important to the welfare 
of the human race and how much more profitable to 
the artist it is to make good on clothes rather than 
poor prose. 

I also carried a very fine watch of @xceedingly beau- 
tiful case and rare workmanship a score of years ago. 
But one day, along about Easter week, while in the 
holy city of Jerusalem, it was picked from my pocket 
by a Mohammedan thie?, a free desert-born Arab. The 
son of a burnt grandfather robbed me in the Holy 
Sepulcher. I rememVer how he crowded past me in 
the low, narrow doorway, and pinched my ticker as 
neatly as any Christian policeman in New York could 
have done it. For the rest of* that tour I guessed at 


. the time by the sun, which not even an oriental thief 


could get away from me. Then when I got back to a 
Christian land, where no man can rob me with im- 
punity, save by the proper legal processes in the ma- 
nipulation of stocks, bonds, real estate, gold bricks 
and. other Christian securities, .1 bought just as good a 
timepiece for much less money. 

But oh, if you only knew how my heart thrills with 
joy every time I read what the Italian legions are do- 
I hope they'll get that 
beggarly Arab who got my watch. Vive Italia! 

Now, I have great pride and greater confidence in 
this faultless little watch of mine, because I have com- 
pared it with many famous timepieces in nearly all 
lands and on several seas. — 

And I have never had to change it for any standard 
save on shipboard, where east and west set it the ptt! 
ord in jumps every twenty-four hours. And I have 
been compelled to make it catch step with the railway 
horologerie on certain meridians of longitude, journey- 
ing between the sunrise and the sunset, neither of 
which termini have I ever been able to reach, although 
[ have chased them around the world in both direc- 
tions. 

In spite of Rudyard Kipling’s assertion that ‘east is 
east and west is west,” I don’t believe there are any 
such places on the map. And if there are they are so 
much alike that you can’t tell one from the other when 
you get there. I have sailed straight west all the way 


scross the Pacific Ocean, and at the end of my journey 
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have landed in Japan, which is the Far East. And 
then starting from Japan | have sailed due east, facing 
the sunrisé every morning, until I reached California, 
which all America knows is In the West. 

But about my nice little watch. I once compared it 
with the oldest clock in the world, the water clock in 
Canton, China, about 2000 years old, I reckon. Older, 
if I could bring myself to believe the Chinese custodian 
who told me about it, which I couldn't. Anyhow, the 
oldest clock on earth was twenty minutes slow. And 
then @ little while ago, finding we were in Alsatia, one 
of the lost provinces of France, I said: “Let us go 
to Strassburg and set our watches by the most famous 
clock in the world.” 

That's the way we came to go. Just to see if the 
great astronomical clock was keeping time with my 
little Los Angeles watch. Well, it wasn’t. But cor- 
sidering that the big clock had been running with oc- 
cagional interruptions since 1574, a variation of a few 
minutes is allowable. Maybe grandfather wound it 
too tight, or forgot to wind it at all some night. 

The first clock which made-Strassburg famous, and 
which indeed is about the only thing which attracts 
people to the cathedral, was begun, under Bishop 
Berthold of Bucheck in 1352, and finished in two years. 
The bishop didn’t know enough to make a sun dial, 
let alone a clotk. But the name of the cunning clock- 
maker is as unknown as that of the man who discov- 
ered America. We know only the name of the bishop. 
This clock was called “The Clock of the Three Sages.” 
But it stopped in about 150 years. Then, in 1547 the 
magistrates of Strassburg bégan the construction of a 
new clock, locating it directly opposite the old one. 
Three professional men superintended the work, Dr. 
Michel Herr, Prof. Chrigtian Herlin, instructor in 
mathematics, and Nicholas Prugner, a _ reformed 
preacher, who had gone into mechanics and astrology 
as something easier to understand than theology. 

These learned men tinkered away at the new clock 
for a score of years. Then, in 1570 another profes- 
sor of mathematics, Conrad Dasypodius, drew the com- 
plete design, and two mechanics, Isaac and Josiah Hab- 
recht, built the clock. It was finished in 1574. It 
ran as steadily as the old clock on the kitchen wall in 
your old home until 1789, 215 years.

The Ox-Carts of San Jose. 


But let us go out of the market and take a look at 
the traffic. It is composed of foot passengers, milk- 
men upon horseback and scores of ox-carts. The ox- 
carts are the drays of the citieg and the farm wagons 
throughout the country. They are about the only 
means of transportation, and with the exception of 
that of the railroad all the freight is carried by them. 
The carts are of the rudest description. They have 
beds which, heaped up, might hold ten or twelve bushb- 
els, and these rest on a clumsy axle which has two 
wheels about as large as the wheel of a bicycle. The 
wheels are made of one solid block of wood, and are 
bound on iron tires as thick as the lead pencil with 
which I am writing. The tongue of the cart is almost 
as large around as a telegraph pole. It is bound to the 
axle at one end, and at the other is the ox yoke, which 
must weigh twenty pounds. This yoke is a bar of 
wood which rests on the necks of the oxen just back 
of the horns. It is fastened by wide straps to the 
horns, and the beasts push and pull by the horns. The 
yoke is so bound that the oxen cannot move their 
heads from side to side, and they are held like a vise. 

These carts are said to be the only vehicles that can 
make their way over the country. During the rainy 
season the mud comes up to the axle, and spoke 
wheels will not cut through it as well as these solid 
disks. 

Just now the season is dry, and the carts make a 
hideous noise as they go through the streets. They 
awaken me at 5 o'clock every,.morning, and at mid. 
day I have to shut both windows and doors to hear 
myself think. Such a cart will carry a ton when the 
material is heavy. The driver: walks in front with a 
goad ending in a point of steel a foot long. With this 
he directs the oxen, giving the great beasts a jab when 
they do not obey. 

The Land of the Hookworm. 


There is one thing that strikes me as I travel among 
these Costa Ricans, and that is the weak, anemic and 
unnourished condition of the people. They are a 
sawed-off race. In this_I speak of the peasant classes, 
and more especially of those of the plateau. The 
men I venture will not average five feet four inches 
in height. I am about five feet eight, and nearly ev- 
ery man I meet is a head shorter than Il. The boys of 
11 and 12 are not bigger than 8-year-old boys in the 
States, and they look as though a good squeeze would 
crush them to bits. The peasants are said to be lazy, 
but I doubt whether their lack of energy does not 
come from disease. I am told that the people are 
largely afflicted with worms, and that they have many 
intestinal diseases. 

Indeed, the hookworm is common, and the govern- 
ment is doing all it can to eradicate it. It has taken 
advantage of the discoveries which we made in Porto 
Rico and in our Southern States, and any one can have 
medicine for the asking. Uncle Sam has cured hun- 
dreds of thousands of our citizens of Porto Rico of 
this plague, and it has made good workmen of them. 
There is no doubt the same can be done here. One 
trouble is the bad sanitary conditions. There is no 
such thing as a sewer anywhere, outside a few cities, 
and as most of the people go barefooted the parasites 
get in through the feet, and in time fractieally the 
Whole nation, except the few rich and well-to-do, have 
been thus infected. , 

The ravages of the hookworm are not confined to 
the plateau. It exists in the lowlands as well, and is 
| Prevalent also among the Jamaica negroes who work 
the banana plantations. It is so common among the 
white natives that it will be some time before it can 
} be eradicated, but if so, the native may return to the 
strength of his ancestors, and be like the husky, hardy 
Basques of north Spain. Such a people could make

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: A Plebe’s Life at West Point. 

Notwithstanding the efforts to suppress hazing, the 
path of a “plebe” at our famous military academy is 
not exactly rose-strewn. W. 8. Sample, in the Sep- 
tember ‘Lippincott’s, gives an amusing and enlightening 
account of the experiences of one “plebe.” 

“For the first days in camp,” the author tells us, 
“plebes are made to walk with their little fingers on the 
seams of their trousers, palms of the hands to the 
front, and depressing their toes as they walk; that is, 
striking the ground with the toe of the shoe first. It is 
a very tiresome and ludicrous processy and is called 
‘finning out.’ e 

“A plebe walking quietly down the company street is 
observed by some visitors, when suddenly he throws out 
his hands and digs in his toes. 

“‘Oh, Cadet Beanpole, why is that cadet walking so 
queerly”?’ asks a pretty girl. 

“*That isn’t a cadet; it's a plebe. He walks that way 
because he wants to be graceful.’ a 

“The true reason is that the poor plebe heard some 
upper-classman say: ‘Fin out there, Mister; dig in 
those toes; tear up the gravel. What do you mean by 
deadbeating and going bow-legged?’ 

“The cadets march to meals, to church, to swimming, 
to dancing, to everything. The plebes are placed in the 
rear rank of all formations; and in counting fours they 
are supposed to count for their front rank file. 

“The first meal a plebe eats in the mess hall with 
the corps is never forgotten. Twelve cadets are seated 
at a table, at least three of whom are plebes. The cadet 
in charge of the table sits at the head, while a plebe 
called ‘the gunner’ sits at the foot. It is the duty of the 
gunner to call the table to attention each day, and to 
announce the kind of dessert. As there is no bill of 
fare, and the dessert is different every day, this is no’ 
always an easy job. If the gunner announces the des- 
sert incerrectly, he is deprived of his portion. 

“The plebe on the gunner’s right is called the cocoa 
corporal, and on the left, the water corporal. It is the 
duty of the cocoa corporal to pour out the cocoa, and the 
water corporal pours the water. 

“The cadets often have a fierce and wonderfully-built 
jelly called ‘Felix trembled.’ This concoction wabbles 
all over your plate, and derives ite name from a cadet 
named Felix, one of the oldest living graduates, who 
ate some of the mixture and trembled violently. Cadets 
who eat it have been trembling ever since. Molasses is 
called Sammy’ by the upperclassmen. Plebes are re 
quired to call it the ‘Right Reverend Mr. Bamuel, sir,’ 
until they qualify, which is done by eating seven slices 
of bread and molasses, when they may call it ‘Sammy.’ 

“After finishing their meals, plebes are required to 
sit bolt upright and gaze fixedly at a potato stuck on 
matches in the center of the table. They are not al- 
lowed to feast their eyes upon the portraits of the great 
generals that decorate the walls of the mess hall, but 
must sit and ‘brace’ until the command: ‘Battalions. 
rise,” is given, when they fall in and march back to 
camp.”

One of the most noteworthy refuges is Destruction 
Island, off the coast of Washington, the home of the 
curious rhinoceros auklet. This rock, long dreaded by 
mariners, stands boldly out in the Pacific, its flat top, 
sixty-acres in extent, covered with a luxuriant vegeta- 
tion and cut off on all sides by precipitous cliffs. 

Here 12,000 auklets dwell. They are sooty black, and 
the vertical sea walls are fairly honeycombed with their 
burrows whefever there is clay or sand in which to dig 
holes. It is no small task for a bird fo bore ten 
feet or more into a hard clay bank,, but many 
of the burrows are even deeper, the diameter of the tun-. 
nel being about five inches and terminating in a dome- 
shaped chamber lined with dry leaves or grass. Each 
tunnel has a spur or blind alley, presumably occupied 
by the male during the honeymoon. The female lays a 
single egg. 

Late in April the cave-dwelling fowls muster from the 
wide seas and seek this “aukery” on Destruction Island. 
They always arrive at night, and crash into the bushes 
like meteors, taking big chances of breaking their 
bones. The tribal home-coming is signalized by a tre- 
mendous commotion, and, once arrived, the birds 
promptly engage with old neighbors in disputes about 
boundaries. If growls and barks and shrieks mean any- 
thing, the quarreling is vigorous. At length, however, 
order emerges, and the auklets set to work renovating 
old tunnels or driving new ones, as a preliminary to the 
business of reproduction. 

An odd fact about these birds is that hiding in their 
burrows, they are never seen in the daytinie. Another 
species, known as Cassin’s auklet, which breeds on the 
Farallones and other Pacific reservations, has similar 
nocturnal habits. On the South Farallone care has to be 
taken not to carry a lantern at night, in the breeding 
season, because the auklets, coming in from the sea by 
hundreds at a speed of thirty miles an hour, and aiming 
for the light, are likely to knock down the man who 
bears it. 

The Ashy Petrel. 

Yet another nocturnal bird, which breeds on the South 
Farallone (and which, by the way, breeds nowhere else 
within the limits of our territory,) is the ashy petrel. 
It is exactly the color of thick fog, and nests in crevices 
among rocks. Back of the lighthouse keeper's dwelling 
is a stone wall, and many of the petrels lay their eggs 
in cracks between the stones. 

Malheur Lake, in Oregon, is a small sheet of water 
surrounded by extensive marshes. It {s a government 
reservation, set apart for the protection of the Canada 
goose, the white pelican, and various other wild birds 
which breed there. A remarkable point about it is the 
fact that there is a colony of muskrats there: for no- 
where else in Oregon are there any muskrats. But 
equally curious, perhaps, is the circumstance that Stump 
Lake, in North Dakota, is the only place in the United 
States where that beautiful bird, the white-winged 
scoter, breeds—the established refuge there being a 
group of four islets. 


Five national military parks (Chickamauga, Antietain, 


Shiloh, Gettysburg, and Vicksburg) have been created 
on as many battlefields in Pennsylvania, Maryland, Ten 
nessee, and Mississippi. On these areas absolute pro- 
tection is given to wild life at all seasons, and their lo 
cation is such that, with other military reservations 
(such as the cemeteries at Arlington, Fredericksburg, 
etc.,) they form a chain of refuges for migratory land 
birds in the line of their northward flight. It is pro 
posed to create another chain of refuges on islands in 
the Mississippi River,, and thus to contribute im- 
portantly to the safety of feathered creatures on their 
travels. 


The volcano already mentioned in Bering Sea, not far 
from the north of the Aleutian Chain, is Bogislof Island, 
which, together with adjacent rocks, has recently been 
set aside as a refuge for sea birds and sea lions. 
Though small, it is probably the most persistently ac- 
tive volcano in the world, and a recent outburst of its 
fires has destroyed a good many of the sea fowl which 
frequent it for breeding purposes. One might suppose 
that they would prefer a cooler spot, and the same might 
be said of the sea lions which haunt the shores of the 
isle. The latter is so hot that men are able to land upon 
it only at occasional intervals. 

The sea lion is the largest of all the seals. It has 
no fur, but its skin has been used for belting. The full- 
grown male has a leonine aspect, enhanced by the rich 
golden red of its coat of short hair. Its expression. is 
ferocious, and that the followers of the explorer Bering 
should have viewed {ft with alarm, on first encountering 
the animal, is not surprising. Yet it is very timid, and 
at the approach of a single human being an entire herd 
‘will scuttle into the water, the females actually desert- 
ing their young. 

This interesting marine mammal is in no danger of 
extermination. Its lack of a valuable pelt is its best 
asset. There is no money in killing it, and several of 
its most important rookeries are now protected by the 
government as refuges for sea fowl. The sea lion 
rookery on the Farallones is the most numerously oc- 
cupied south of Bering Sea. Others are on Three-Arch 
Rocks (off the Oregon coast,) Destruction Island, and 
the lighthouse reservations at Point Reyes, and Ano 
Nuevo. 

There are also a good many sea lions on the Pribylof 
Islands, in Bering Sea, where in earlier days they were 
sO numerous as to drive away the fur seals—on whjch 
account the Russians killed most of them, or induced 
them by persecution to depart. Near by, on Walrus and 
Otter Islands, which are now {fncluded in the Pribylo’ 
Bird Reserve, are rookeries of sea lions—though it is 
not for their benefit, but for the protection of the 
murres, horned puffins, tufted puffins, guillemots, and 
cormorants, which breed on those rocks, that the law 
has drawn about the latter its circle of guardianship. 
However lacking in value the animals may be to civili- 
zation, for commercial] purposes, they afte very useful to 
the Pribylof Islanders, who utilize their skins for boats, 
their intestines for waterproof clothing, their sinews for 
thread, and the tough portion of hide ever their flippers 
for boot soles.

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Prehistoric Tonto. By James Willard Sch 


NOTABLE DISCOVERIES. 


T WAS while assisting in the Smithsonian Institu 
| v= excavation and repair of the Casa Grande 
ruins on the Gila River, Arizona, that I first heard 
of the opportunity for archaeological work in the Tonto 
Valley: “If you want to see ruins, hundreds of ‘em,” 
said the old prospector, “go up on the Tonto. There 


they be, a reg’lar string of ‘em all up and down both 


turn affords a new and startling view of some of the 
grandest mountain scenery in all the world. 

At three in the afternoon we looked dpwn upon the 
dam of white masonry choking the narrow gorge to the 
height of 280 feet, and crossing it a few minutes later, 
arrived at the edge of the twenty-eight-mile-long lake 
created by this great engineering feat. Here we found 
a good hotel, a store containing everything in the way 
of camp supplies, and a man and team to take us up 
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sides of the creek, an’ nary a one of ‘em has ever been 
dug into.” 

We found the Tonto to be one of the most accessible 
remote places in the wilderness that it was ever our 
good fortune to explore. Leaving Los Angeles at 1 
o'clock in the afternoon by the Southern Pacific, the 
Madame, the Young Person and | found ourselves at 
Mesa, Ariz., at 9 o'clock the next morning, where an 
automobile stage was waiting to take us and our whole 
camp outfit to Roosevelt Dam. That ride of sixty miles 
is worth while. The $250,000 government road winds 
ever upward through the Salt River Canyon, at times 
skirting the edge of tremendous cliffs, and at every 
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the Tonto as far as we cared to go. That was not far—' 
only sixteen miles north of the dam, and four miles 
above the head of the Tonto end of the lake, for in that 
short distance we passed a dozen ruins of prehistoric 
pueblos, and camped in a fine mesquite grove close to 
the creek, and near large ruins on the edge of the mesa 
on each side of the valley. The elevation was 3000 feet. 
All through the winter, from November to March, the 
weather was ideal; cold, even frosty nights, bright, 
cloudless days not too warm for strenuous work. 

The Tonto depression averages about four miles 
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toric home of the Hopis—-from the south, and the work 
of the Smithsonian at Sityatki, a prehiatoric pueblo 
of the Hopi in Tusayan, and at Casa Grande, had proven 
this tradition to be true. 

To prove beyond question that in its northward 
migration the Patki tribe had occupied the Tonto Val- 
ley, it was necessary to find a kiva, or house devoted 
to religious ceremonies, with the accompanying para- 
phernalia, prayer sticks, sacred pipes, or cigarettes, wa- 
ter symbols, and the sapapu, or small round hole in the 
floor of the chamber, symbolic of the tunnel running 
from the surface of the earth to the regions of the 
Under World, and down which the spirits of the dead 
return to the home of the gods. 

To this end I chose the fuin a quarter of a mile due 
east of the Cline - Ranch house. This had been one of 
the largest, and latest of the pueblos of the lower Tonto. 
Two stories high in part, it had contained 106 ground- 
floor rooms, and several large courts, all inclosed with 
a strong.defensive wall. It was impossible to obtain 
any assistance from the ranchers in the vicinity, the 
Young Person was not equal to the task, so I chose a 
room in the ruin that might possibly prove to be a 
kiva, and began alone the no light task of clearing 
out the five feet of debris with which it was filled. 
There now remained but three weeks of cool weather, 
and I worked every day to the limit of my strength. 

The room proved not to be a kiva, but it did contain 
some interesting and significant finds, especially no less 
than forty-one pieces of pottery ranging from small, ex- 
quisitely fashioned and decorated food bowls, to a 
water olla thirty-five inches in diameter and thirty- 
nine inches in height. The pueblo had been destroyed 
by fire, and the sudden falling.in of the upper floor and 
roof had broken every vessel except one in the north- 
west corner, a plain cooking pot containing a number of 
deer ribs, and that I broke with the pick. The patterns 
of the decorated bowls are generally like those’ of the 
Smithsonian finds at Sityatki and Casa Grande, respec- 
tively 150 miles north and 100 miles south of the 
mouth of the Tonto. And some of these designs are 
line for line the same as the carvings on certain mont- 
ments and palaces of Central America! The quality of 
the Tonto pottery is much better than that of the 
Casa Grande, and Gila and lower Salt River district, 
and much of it equals the exquisite pieces uncovered in 
the cemeteries of Sityatki. i 

Other finds in this room were three stone axes, three 
bone awls, green and black mineral paint, a number of 
flint and obsidian arrow points, a ball of white clay 
sufficient for a large food bowl, and a large pentuncules 
shell from the Gulf of California. This last was a 
very valuable bit of property, a symbol of water from 
which were fashioned finger rings, ear-rings, bracelets, 
and miniature carvings of the eagle and the frog, for 
necklace pendants. There was every evidence that the 
room had been hastily abandoned by the occupants. 
Further excavation will perhaps prove that the pueblo 
was captured and destroyed by the powerful foe of the 
Tonto agriculturists. be 

While I was working in the ruin the Young Person 
confined his activities to surface examination of, the 
place, and achieved considerable success in that way. 
In all he collected 400 arrow points, spear heads, and 
knives of flint and obsidian: a number of small stone 
and shell carvings of the bear, eagle, wild turkey, and 
wolf; many common stone and turquoise beads; sev- 
eral arrow-shaft planes of black steatite, on the back 
of one the carving of a mountain lion, and portions of 
several vases with handles. 

At the close of our encampment on the Tonto I found 
a ruin—oppeosite the Three Bar Ranch—that promises 
with a minimum amount of work to reveal the story 
of the prehistoric settlement of the valley. Within 
a once massive, fout¥feet-thick defensive wall, 450 feet 
long by 238 feet wide, is a huge mound of what was a 
three-story pueblo of about 300 rooms. And most 
important of all, there are close to this, isolated in 
several large courts, the ruins of three or four large 
buildings that in all probability were kivas. I shall 
confine my work to this place during the coming winter, 
and shall be glad to have the company and coopera- 
tion of others interested in the archaeological problems 
of the Southwest. 

The Tonto Valley is an ideal winter camping place. 
As I have said, the climate is just right for out-of-doors 
work, and game of all kinds is plentiful, There are 
thousands and thousands of quail on the mesas and In 
the bottom lands; a great many mallards, sprigs, and 
teal in the river sloughs; and up in the Sierra Ancha 
range, from eight to twelve miles from the river, one 
can kill a deer, or three or four wild turkeys almost 
any day. 


Glass Spoons. 

{New York Sun:}] Most of the millions of spoons 
manufactured for many uses are made of some sort of 
metal, such as gold, silver, iron or tin, but there are 
also made and regularly sold spoons made of glass. 

This might seem like a fragile material for such 
use, but these glass spoons, while they are made of 
precisely the same shape and proportions as a metal 
spoon, are made thick so that they will withstand any 
ordinary usage. They are made of pressed glass, 
though as they are finished they resemble cut glass; 
they are made in various spoon sizes. 

Glass spoons are used in the sick-room for adminis- 
tering medicines that would tarnish metal spoons. 
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The Telephone Marvel. 
ASTOUNDING GROWTH IN ITS USE 
SINCE INVENTED 35 YEARS AGO. 


[New York Sun:] There were approximately 12,- 
433,000 telephones and 29,566,000 miles of telephone 
wire in use in the world January 1, 1912. Compared 
with January 1, 1911, this is an increase of 10 per cent. 
in telephones and 19 per cent. in wire. 

A careful estimate places the world’s telephone in- 
vestment January 1, 1912, at about $P729,000,000, which 
is very nearly the value of all the gold coin and bullion 
in the United States. 


The annual number of telephone conversations is 


placed at 22,000,000,000 by the Telephone Review, 
which is about five times the annual number of pas- 
seligers carried by all the railroads of the world. 

The year 1911 was the thirty-fifth since the inven- 
tion of the telephone by Prof. Alexander Graham 
Bell. During the past year the long-distance telephone 
service of the world has received notable extensions. 
in the United States commercial service was opened 
between New York and Denver, 2160 miles, this being 
now the longest distance over which oral communica. 
tion is given commercially. 

In Europe long-distance service has been greatly 
extended by utilizing both the new loaded cable be- 
tween Great Britain and Belgium—by which telephone 
service is expected to be given between London and 
Berlin—and the new telephone cable, constructed 
also on the Pupin principle, between Dover and Calais. 

The latter enables conversation to be carried on be- 
tween Glasgow, Edinburgh and Paris, and also between 
Aberdeen and the French capital, a distance of 910 


smiles. Successful trials have also been made between 


London and Geneva, a distance of 560 miles, and from 
London to Basel, a distance of 600 miles. 

Recent progress in the art of submarine telephone 
cable manufacture will have far-reaching consequences. 
At the present time there are over 400 miles of sub- 
marine telephone cable in use in the world, and of this 
total about one-half is represented by the four cables 
between France and England and the two between 
Belgium and England. The longest submarine tele- 
phone cable lies between La Panne (Belgium) and St. 
Margaret's Bay (England,) a distance of fifty-five miles. 

The European international long-distance line sys- 
tems have likewise received important additions, due 
to the opening of the line between Paris and Madrid, 
900 miles, and the direct line between Berlin and 
Rome, still under construction, a distance of over 1000 
miles. As regards the continent, there is now scarcely 
any important city that cannot talk with any other 
important city. By far the largest interurban or toll! 
telephone plant in Europe has been built by the Ger- 
man government, which, according to the latest offi- 
cial statistics, had about one-half of the total inter- 
urban or toll telephone wire of Europe. 


Novel Electric Clock. 

{New York Sun:}] The only piece of machinery in 
the world to be operated entirely by electrical forces 
drawn from mother earth is now running at Camp 
Hill, Pa. It has been in continuous operation 
since 1870 with the exception of a short period involved 
In its transfer to several different localities. In the 
late ‘60s Daniel Drawbaugh, to whom every one in 
that locality gives credit for inventing the telephone, 
and who succeeded his inventions in telephony by con- 
structing hundreds of marvelously ingenious mechan- 
ical and electrical devices for furtliering the world’s 
work, conceived the idea that he could make a perfect 
clock operate under the guidance of latent electrical 
forces in the earth. Time has shown that Draw- 
baugh has come closer to perpetual motién than any 
other inventor. 

In the Drawbaugh timepiece, which stands about six 

feet in height, and is unlike all other clocks, the pen- 
dulum is the motor. It is suspended on an edged pivot 
of hardened steel in order to reduce friction to a mini- 
mum. This pendulum weighs about forty-five pounds, 
its central rod terminating midway between the ball 
and the point of suspension, where there is an ordi- 
nary permanent magnet. Fastened against the back 
part of the clock base at right angles to the perma- 
nent magnet is an electro magnet, the wire of which 
runs into the ground, the earth becoming the battery 
feeding the electro magnet. 
. When the pendulum is swung away from the perpen- 
dicular the opposite poles of the two magnets first at- 
tract and then repel, thus keeping up the oscillation. 
At the top of the case the wheels are fastened to tubes 
or hollow spindies which are suspended in turn upon 
steel studs or pins, which in their turn are se 
curely fastened into a main meta! base or framework. 
The first wheel is a ratchet or second-hand wheel 
which receives its motion from two pawls pivoted upon 
the upper cross-bar of the pendulum rods. 

One remarkable feature in the construction of the 
clock is that there are only four bearings that are sub 
jected to the least friction. Drawbaugh confidently 
stated that his clock would run for hundreds of years 
before any. part would have to be renewed. In making 
the clock ready for work it is necessary to dig a hole 
in the earth about three feet in diameter and six feet 
deep. Metal plates are placed in the hole with enough 
coke to hold moisture and the timepiece can be run 80 
that it will not gain or lose two seconds in a year. 

The clock is now running in the office of Charles H. 
Drawbaugh, the inventor's son, at Camp Hill, where 
many visitors marvel at its simplicity and the ingenu- 
ity displayed in its construction. 
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The Sapphire Lady of Maide

AN UNUSUAL INDUSTRY. 

N THE days wen New York was young a pretty 
| stream meandered from near Broadway down to 

what is now Burling Slip and emptied its pure wa- 
ters into the East River. By the side of the stream 
was a tree-shadowed path, to which on summer even- 

ings the lads and the lassies were wont to go. Many a 
romance of old New York had its beginning there. The 
old road was the lane of the lovers, and when it came 
time to name the streets of New York the old road 
became Maiden Lane. 

Today the tree-shadowed path and its romances are 
memories only. A canyon of stone and mortar replaces 
the pretty little road. The stream and its waters are 
of the past. The Maiden Lane of today houses in its 
great office structures many times more people than 
made up the population of the New York of old. Today 
Maiden Lane is a street of diamonds, of pearls, of 
rubies, of sapphires, of emeralds, of amethysts, of gold. 
It holds within its vaults hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars in precious stones. It is known the world over, for 
to its merchants go the loot of empires, the gems that 
are dug from the earth to bedeck the beauty of women 
and satisfy the vanity of man. 

Men g6 about in Maiden Lane laden with treasure. 
They are the buyers and sellers of precious gems. 
Some of them specialize in diamonds, some in rubies, 
some in sapphires, some in the less precious stones. 
You will find lapidaries of wonderful skill and men of 
taste and judgment and of the most exquisite refine- 
ment. But remarkable as is the knowledge of these 
men, it is said the person who knows most about ,the 
precious stone business in America does not wear 
trousers, 

Way up on the fifteenth floor of No. 15 Maiden Lane 
ie the eyrie of the Sapphire Lady of Maiden Lane. 
Her name is Adeline M. Walker. What she does not 
know about diamonds, pearls, rubies, sapphires, emer- 
alds and such is not worth knowing. She came to 
Maiden Lane years ago. It was not because of love 
of jewels. Out in Elizabeth, N. J.. where she lives, she 
was educated with the design of becoming a_ public 
school teacher. Something happened, to interfere with 
her ambition, and she had to turn her thdughts to an- 
other line of activities. She had been out of school 
about a year when an acquaintance of her brother-in- 
‘law remarked one day that one of his friends, a dealer 
in precious stones in Maiden Lane, was desirous of get- 
ting a trustworthy young woman to work in his office. 
Miss Walker applied for the job and got it. The Maiden 
Lane concern did business under the style of FE. E. 
Kipling, and was made up of two sons of the famous 
Richard Kipling, who was the pioneer importer of 
precious stones and the largest dealer in that trade in 
all New York. 

The girl began as a book-keeper and genera! helper. 
She was bright, clever and energetic. The business, 
fascinated her. She made herself so useful that before 
she had been with the firm a year she practically was 
manager, and had power of attorney to sign checks, 
make contracts and act almost as a member of the firm. 
There was plenty of office work to engage her attention, 
but she was not content to do that alone. She wanted 
to study. She ransacked public and private libraries 
and read everything she could get her hands on that 
would enlighten her regarding precious stones. She 
had a fine mind and excellent Judgment. Her employers 
got to rely more and more upon her. Any time a ques- 
tion arose about the history of a certain stgne or the 
value of a jewel she was consulted. In time she found 
that she was g@Ming to be looked upon as an authority. 
She made few mistakes, and her reputation grew until 
not only people in the retail district, but manufacturers, 
came to her for advice when they were in doubt. 

One of the Kipling brothers died and the other one 
continued the business for a few years. Then @ third 
Kipling brother entered business, and she went with 
him. The rhinestone craze struck the world just about 
this time, and she was sent abroad by Kipling as a 
buyer. For five months she was in Europe. She 
bought hundreds of thousands of gross of rhinestones 
and sent them to America to be mounted in gold in 
imitation of diamonds, or to be set in silver for the 
adornment of woman. Then she returned to New York. 
She continued with Kipling until he retired. Next she 
was associated with H. I. Benedict, and for sevenieen 
years was manager and financier of his establishment. 

Four years ago she started out for herself, and to- 
day she ig the only woman in the business in New 
York. 

‘There was something of a sensation when it was 
announced that Miss Walker had entered the lists. It 
was incomprehensible to some persons that a woman 
shoud be in such a business. It was all right for her 
to be an employee, but as a merchant, a dealer, a 
handler of precious stones on her own account—that 
was different. She had gone in for sapphires alone, 
and had been appointed the agent of the Yogo Ameri- 
can Sapphire Company, whose miries are in Great Falis, 
Mont. Now she takes the entiré output of these mines, 
selects and classifies it, sends it abrodd to have it cut 


and polished, and then brings it back in its finished 
state and sells it to the manufacturing jewelers o/ 
America. 

There is a great sapphire syndicate abroad. It 
handles the sapphires of Siam, of Burma, of Ceylon, of 
Kashmir and of Australia. It did not like the competi- 
tion of this American woman. There were American 
sapphire dealers, too, who resented her intrusion. They 
created many difficulties for her, but the Sapphire Lady 
of Maiden Lane went on her way undaunted... No one 
knows sapphires better, no one has shown a keener 
business ability, and steadily, year after year, she has 
climbed the ladder of success. 

There probably is no branch of trade in which ac 
curacy and fine judgment play so great a part a3 in 
precious stones. To such a great extent co different 
specimens of the same kind of gems vary in color that 
the slightest difference in shade often means the dis- 
tinction between a stone of great valu2 and one of com- 
mon quality. 

Every kind of precious stone is most highly va'ved 
by connoisseurs When occurring in its most rarely seen 
color. The perfection color of the ruby is known as the 
“pigeon blood,” of the sapphire “corn flower” or the 
“royal blue.” The finest emeralds are velvety green; 
the rarest diamonds are the blue-white. But the calor, 
important as it may be, is only one detail. There is a 
great art in the cutting and the polishing of the gem. 
The cutting is a matter of very great delicacy, and then 
in the polishing the most Wear care is required. 
It is necessary not only to brighten and polish the 
facets without enlarging them, but the angles between 
the facets must be retained exactly as arratiged by the 
cutter. All kinds of unforeseen difficulties are ant to 
occur. A tiny flaw in the stone may Widen or\an edge 
or angie may chip, or a vein in the stone may prove 
troublésome. The craftsman of the greatest ability is 
he who can overcome with a nicety of touch| and ex- 
treme patience each and,all imperfections. 

Then there is the commercial side to be considered. 
The market value of all precious stones fluctuates, just 
as does the value of cotton, of wheat, of corn or of 
securities on the stock market. The discovery of new 
mines may upset the market, but more often the 
vagaries of fashion are the cause. If a great social 
leader of Europe or America, if a queen or the wife 
of @ President, should be partial to one particular pre 
cious stone and create a sensation by its use or display 
on a state occasion there probably would be a great 
demand for stones of, that character throughou: the 
world. A gem which is highly appreciated at one time 
scarcely is thought of at another. 

Few persons who wear precious stones kuow how 
many of them belong to One mineralogical family. The 
diamond is of one family, and is known as a diamond, 
whether its color be red, yellow, greén, blue, black or 
white. But the gems of the crystallized alumina family 
receive different names for each variation of color. The 
red is called ruby, the blue we know as sapphire, the 
yellow we call Oriental topaz, the green is denominated 
as Oriental emerald, and the purple is the Oriental 
amethyst. In the sapphire alone there is as much vari- 
ation as there is in the character of the different 
branches of the crystallized alumina. The uneducated 
eye can see no difference between the sapphire of 
Kashmir and that of Montana, or between the s#pphire 
of Ceylon and that of Australia. But to Miss Walker 
there is as much difference as there is between night 
and day. It seems almost uncanny, but from a lot of 
gems placed on one tray she can distinguish the stone 
that came from India, from Australia, from North Car- 
olina or from Montana, and she can tell whether it is 
the product of the field at Korat, the sands of Battom- 
bong, the mine at Pailin or from the grand banks of the 
Judith River, near the headwaters of the Missouri in 
Montana. 

She can see shades of coloring and characters in 
stones at a glance that the ordinary observer cannot 
distinguish even with the aid of a powerful magnifying 
glass. She can tell to the most minute fraction the 
weight of a stone, and she knows values as few per- 
sons do. Not only that, but she is able to match a pair 
of stones perfectly as to tone of color. Her eye is so 
accurately trained to the tints of sapphires that a pair 
matched by her would not vary in perfection of tone.so 
much as the hundredth part of a shade. 

It is a satisfaction to Miss Walker that she is hand- 
ling an American product. The sapphire mines of Mon- 
tana are comparatively new. Their discovery came— 
as many discoveries do—by chance. It was in 1895 
that the first sapphires of Montana came to light. 
Some gold miners had been working the gold-bearing 
gtavels in the district east of the Yogo fork of the 
Judith River, in Fergus county. The miners spent a 
lot of money building a ditch to carry water to the 
locality in which they were operating, and they were 
disgusted to find that the gravels would not yield suf- 
ficient gold to repay them for their expenditures and 
their labor. Their sluice boxes contained many blue, 
stones, which they threw away in contempt. A year or

Plantsemen With Reputations. 


N MOST European countries are nurserymen and 

seedsmen whose names are known and respected 
by every one who cultivates plants. These firms, for 
generations sometimes, have kept themselves in con- 
stant communication with the great national scientific 
gardens. They have often rendered these gardens 
important services, and through their enterprise, intel- 
ligence and forethought have done much for the world, 
and made themselves rich and powerful. Some of the 
most important botanica) discoveries have been made 
by European nurserymen, who with rare ‘sagacity and 
business good sense have hunted the world over for 
new plants. The remarkable increase of sugar in the 
beet and the greater product of the wheat fleld are due 
to the labor of a Paris firm working patiently from 
generation to generation along scientific lines. Such 
firms are looking everywhere fer improvement and 
novelty. The principle which underlies their effort is 
not to supply the public with cheap and inferior ma- 
terial, but to find or create better material, and then 
teach the public to appreciate and buy it. 
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What Is a Hybrid? 


ONSIDERABLE controversy is waging among east- 

ern plantsmen as to what constitutes a hybrid. It 
matters little to one who really knows the defini- 
tion in horticultural literature; that cannot change 
actual facts. A hybrid is the offspring of two species, 
and this definition must be accepted as a genera! 
term for such. In some cases explanatory names are 
necessary and are easily understood by the expert. 
Thus a “Gladiolus-Tigridia Hybrid” would mean a 


cross between the two with the first named as the seed 
parent for the record would read gladiolusXtigridia, 
the X standing for “by.” The offspring of varieties 
or hybrids are crosses, but a plant having a species as 
one parent may properly be called, in gladiolus, for in- 
stance, a primulinus hybrid.

A Short Talk on Bugs. 
THE LITTLE BUT “OH, MY” ENEMIES OF 
POULTRY. 

HERE is probably no one thing so inimical to 
= profitable poultry culture, nor no one thing that 

causes more vexation of spirit on the part of the 
breeder and fancier, than the ever-present chicken lice 
and mites. It is quite safe to say that no flock is ab- 
solutely immune of crawling enemies, though many— 
and especially in the hands of successful breeders—are 


f sufficiently so to render their presence below the dap- 


ger line. 
« The presence of vermin is due primarily to two 
things, viz., to emaciated and unthrifty birds, which are 
Vanting in strength and virility to “throw off” the ef- 
fects of insect foes by a vigorous use of the dust bath, 
and to unsanitary conditions of the houses and yari's. 
Cleanliness, plenty of sunshine, exercise and a friable 
soil are conditions that are inimical to insect life. Per 
contra, the accumulation of manure, close quarters, 
rickety houses, etc., are favorable to parasitic fowl! lifa 
Obviously, the first thing to consider in freeing your 
birds of insect foes, is to alter conditions favorable to

their propagation. Cleanliness and easy access to the 
dust bath will do much to restricting the festive louse 
and the mighty mite below the danger line. 

When the premises once become infested, however, 
more drastic measures must be resorted to. Any method 
that will destroy the lice and mites can be commended. 
The usual method is to destroy all the old nesting and 
scratching material, give the house a thorough spraying 
with liquid lice killer and especially the perches. Be 
sure that every crack and crevice is reached. This 
operation should be repeated within a week, for fear 
that some may have escaped, or that a new brood may 
have hatched. In the case of the red mite too much 
emphasis cannot be placed on the importance of doing 
the work thoroughly. To first spray with hot water 
with a pump is not at all a bad practice, to be followed 
by a thorough spraying or painting with some reliable 
liquid lice killer. . 

The birds, if badly infested, should be dusted with 
insect powder. Be sure that it is thoroughly worked 
into the feathers. Take the bird by the legs, hold over 
a box or barre! to catch the waste powder, and sift 
into the plumage, especially into the fluff 
feathers about the vent, between the legs and under the 
wings. The point is to get the powder in close contact 
with the skin. In cases when the vermin has become 
well established one application will not suffice: usually 
three or four are demanded at intervals of three and 
four days apart 

The head louse is usually

the head and neck and under the wings. If not 
checked, its presence soon terminates the life of the 
bird. The usual method is to grease these parts with 
a bit of sweet oil or pure lard. A good compound is 
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made of one teacup soft lard, vaseline or sweet oil, to 
which has been added a teaspoonful of kerosene; mix 
thoroughly. Ih applying, start well back of the head 
and work forward, rubbing the ointment well into the 
skin. The chicks should not be allowed out in the 
strong sun for several hours, or until the ointment has 
nearly disappeared. 


The City-Lot Fancter. 


A correspondent writes that he has a space of about 
50x50 feet which he can devote to a family flock, and 
asks advice as to breeds, houses and fixtures. 

Among breeds that stand confinement in rather small 
quarters, any of the American or English classes can 
be recommended; the Mediterranean cldss are apt to 
fly and hence require more expensive inclosures. For 
our choice any of the Wyandottes, Plymouth Rock or 
Orpingtons make good fowl! for family purposes, the 
hens being good layers, and at the same time these 
breeds afford good carcass either as broilers, fryers or 
roasters. 

As to improvements these need not be expensive. 
Houses capable of accommodating a dozen head can be 
of home construction, and for that matter without bot- 
toms, rendering their removal to fresh ground possible. 
What is known as the piano-box house (built out of a 
piano box by merely the addition of doors and perches) 
will answer the purpose very well. Scratching pens 
should be provided, or the soil should be well spaded 
up and the grain feeds “raked in,” thus forcing the 
birds to work for it. If scratching pens are provided, 
the same should be filled to a depth of a few inches 
with litter and the grain scattered therein. As for 
feeding troughs, drinking founts, etc., they are to be 
had at the poultry supply house at a nominal cost. 
Preferably the soil should be a loose sandy loam; an 
adube soil is not so good. 


Producer to Consumer. 


Poultrymen throughout the southwest will watch 
with interest the co-operative movement among breed- 
ers to market their own products, which has finally 
taken tangible shape in Los Angeles under the title of 
“The Commercial Branch of the Poultry Breeders’ So- 
ciety.” Like the Association of Walnut Growers and 
the producers of citrus fruits, it is an earnest effort 
on the part of the poultrymen to create their own mar- 
ket alike in the interest of producer and consumer. At 
first glance these reasons suggest purely commercial 
considerations; but the poultry breeders who are iden- 
tified with the movement, intend that it shall also con- 
serve the public welfare by supplying only fresh laid 
eggs for particular people, and scientifically fed local 
table poultry. Quality invariably wins, and if these 
conditions shall be carried out, as we feel they will be, 
the cooperative movement has a reason for existing, 
and one, too, that should insure its permanency and suc- 
cess. In addition to handling a high quality of hen fruit 
and carcass, the organization will also undertake the 
sale of breeding stock, hatching eggs, day-old chicks, 
poultry foods and supplies. There is no one thing that 
the average housekeeper is more sensitive tc than 
ancient hen fruit and antique chicken carcass—and yet, 
the really fresh article in either case is not always ob- 
tainable and often sails under false colors. In view of 
this, this cooperative movement among poultrymen not 
only merits consideration, but in addition has a mission 
to perform in this community. 


The Cornish Fowl! Club Annual. 


The growth of specialty clubs devoted to the exploita- 
tion of a single variety or breed is one of the marked 
phases of modern poultry culture. So pronounced have 
these organizations become, that in many cases their 
annual roster or catalogue constitutes a veritable book, 
giving as much information as is usually contained in 
a general treatise on poultry culture. The latest evi- 
dence of this is the fine annual catalogue for 1912 of 
the Cornish Fowl Club of America, which affords a bis- 
tory of the breed, along both fancy and economic lines, 
methods of mating and management, caretaking, etc. 
The interest and development in pure-blooded poultry 
owes much to the work that is being accomplished by 
these breed specialty organizations, now so popular 
throughout’ the country. 


Tin Feathers and Wing Flighis. 


The Nashville convention of the American Poultry 
Association did a good thing When it removed the ban 
prohibiting poultry editors from officiating as poultry 
judges at fixtures given under association auspices. 

The Nashville convention voted to make the price 
of the American Standard of Perfection $2 per copy for 
the cloth binding, and $2.50 for the leather. 

“To save and not slave” should be your slogan: so 
avoid buying what a little effort will enable you to make 
yourself for use in your poultry operafions. 

Avoid lumpy and musty grain and ground feed in the 
hoppers. Tainted goods is to be avoided tnd es®cially 
when birds bave free access to ig at all times.

Society—Its Broader Significance. 

“Il believe with F. Hopkinson Smith,” said a dainty, 
chatty society woman with large, kind eyes, “that one 
of the fundamental essentials in a gentleman is con- 
sideration for the ‘under dog.” The same saw applies 
to woman. I have met society women in several coun- 
tries, and in all sections of our own. Some take their 
position in life very seriously, some take it as a matter 
of course,and some who are not quite sure of them- 
selves build as great barricades as possible between 
themselves and those whom they choose to consider 
Soneath them in station. They treat these people not 
only with the most studied indifference to their very 
existence, but they seem to consider it incumbent upon 
themselves to conduct themselves toward these humble 
folk with absolute savagery if they inadvertently come 
within brushing distance of the social skirt. They 


may affect to treat their servants with kindness, to 
take an interest in their affairs, but in every word 
they utter they are drawing the line of distinction be- 


tween themselves and these humble folk, and trying by 
every reinforcement of tone, gesture and facial ex- 
pression to make them conscious of the fact. When 
they do their charities they are very particular to let 
their left hand know what the right doeth. In fact, 
they do no charities unless they are sure. these good 
deeds may be blazoned abroad. The resulting emolu- 
ments are part of the reward which approbativeness 
demands, and which place an extra star in the spe- 
cific social coronet. I know from some intimate con- 
versations I have had with some women belonging to 
this class, that the charity itself has no special signifi- 
cance to many of them. In fact, they have very little 
knowledge of either the people or the conditions which 
they Are supposed to be alleviating. It has always 
made me very sad-—-it has always made me think of 
Sir Launfal, who threw the gold piece with loathing and 
contempt to the leper before experience and poverty 
had taught him the meaning of suffering and the true 
essence of human kindness. 

“One society woman, whose name is widely associ- 
ated with public chartties, lolling lazily in her boudoir, 
amid such a suffocation of oriental perfumes that one 
longed for a cutting whiff of cold, pure air, laughed 
whens! spoke warmly about somé kind deed done in 
her name, during an epidemic of suffering, saying: 
‘Well, really, I don’t know anything about jt. I have 
instructed the manager of my estates to set aside a 
certain amount for charities, because one has to do 
them, don’t you know. It has become a fad, and part 
of the social regime.’ , 

“One day I mduced her, after much persuasion, to 
go with me in my carriage oh an errand of :necessity 
to the home of a family very much in want. The 
odors, as we entered the room, were not nice, and a 
very dirty little child made a clutch at our skirts, 
opening its bird-like mouth in what was intended for 
a smile, the while it emitted a gurgle of delight. My 
companion gave a scream, and shrankaway. She after- 
ward remarked that the dirty, repulsive little thing 
probably remembered that I had given it food; that 
the children of the poor were Itke untrained animals 
anyway—nothing but walking stomachs. I turned up 


‘ my skirt and pinned it back, then busied myself wash- 


ing up this small atom of humanity, and putting onto 
it some clean clothing which J] had brought. I worked 
around the rooms, helping to get things in order, and 
supplying such necessities as I saw were wanting, 
white my friend sat by in distressed silence, holding 
her skirts up daintily about her. She gave the child a 
quarter before leaving, with fingers that shrank quickly 
from the little one's touch. 

“I'm thankful to get out of there,” she said, with a 
sigh of relief, as we entered the carriage. And I 
thought again of Sir Launfal. 

“Society—what does it teach us, and what should 
it teach us? What is the real meaning of the word? 
We use it, I fear, in its restricted—in its exclusive 
sense, rather than in its inclusive or really social sig- 
nificance. It should teach us not only the seeking of 
pleasure among ourselves, but should develop in us a 
fine, broad humanitarianism through mutual under- 
standing, mutual consideration, and the practice of 
the lesser amenities.” 


The Meaning of Music. 

What really is music? Only the strains from some 
instrument? I do not think that anyone will agree to 
that definition. Webster defines it as “melody or har- 
mony,” the “science of harmonious sounds.” Therefore 
anything that constitutes a “sound,” if it has “harmony” 
—‘“melody” in it: if it does not jar, but gives pleasure 
to the sense.of hearing, is—music. Think then of all 
the music that surrounds us day and night——-the “sounds 
of nature.” 

Have you ever listened to the sound of the trees sway- 
ing In the wind? If it is a light summer zephyr, they 
give just a lazy, gentle rustle, which, if you are out in 
the woods, it is sweet to He down beneath their spread- 
Ing branches and listen to. If the wind that is blowing 
is strong and cold, their swaying and tossing becomes 
a “melody” that is pleasing if you happen to be in a 
-ood to appreciate the wiidness of their “music.” But 
oft times, especialy to some natures, it creates a great 
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sadness. You could not explain why if you were asked. 
But they seem to sigh and cry out in their loneliness 
and awaken the loneliness in you. 

Then when a storm rages and the elements are in a 
fury, those same trees toss and bend and writhe as 
though they were in pain. This melody then creates in 
you an awe, when you realize the mighty Power that 
can twist and bend those giants of the forest as though 
they were mere saplings. But in all these varying 
moods of nature, there is nothing but “music,” some- 
times the gentle, tender music of love, that calls to you 
with its everlasting appeal. Sometimes it is the stirring 
awful music of passion that moves some natures to in- 
tense feeling, and creates in others a fear. But never 
is it inharmony. You can not find a single inharmonious 
note in that wind swaying the tree tops, in the gentle 
lap, or the mighty roar@f the waves on the shore, in 
the sweet note of a bird singing in the moonlight, or 
just as the dawn is breaking, the call of a mountain 
quail to Its mate, the sweet voice of a little child at 
play--and many, many more. They aré@ all aboug us 
and in every one of those myriads of sweet sounds if 
you listen and have the properly trained ear to hear, 
and the soult to understand. You will find nothing but 
music. 

Oh! the pleasure of it! Think how much to be pitied 
are those mortals who ase deaf to the sweet mfisic of 
nature. We should not despise them: but we can in- 
deed extend to them our pity for all they mfss of the 
joys of life. | |

The Pioneer and the Modern Club Woman. 

The old idea that club life among women takes them 
away from their homes at untoward hours, and causes 
them to neglect the domestic duties which they have 
assumed with the obligations of marriage, has been 
about entirely exploded by the club women of: today, 
who present variety of the genus entirely different 
from that of the club woman of a couple of decades ago, 
or more, perhaps. While the pioneer spirit is more or 
less necessary today to the accomplishment of many of 
the women's purposes through clubs, it is not quite the 
same as that of some years ago, when the forest of op- 
position was thick, and staiwart trees had to be cut 
down. The pioneers in all movements are extremists— 
they are obliged to be. A perfectly balanced person 
could not be a pioneer. Her forces would be dis- 
tributed evenly, instead of concentrated at the one 
necessary point of strength and contact. If fire were 
to break out in the house, and you had to batter down 
a door to rescue your child, you would not stop to ask if 
your “hat were on straight.” You would put al! of your 
strength into shoulder and arm, and you would break 
down that door with the strength of desperation. 

And that is how the pioneer club woman felt about it. 
She felt that her good comrade, man, had taken ad- 
vantage of her complete trust in him and her passivity, 
in some way. She felt the sting of protest against a 
thousand and one things which she could hardly ex- 
plain. So she put her shoulder against the door be- 
yond which’she smelt fire, determined to rescue what 
she believed was threatened there, the dignity of her 
womanhood. She was not a picturesque figure. She 
was a sliining mark for ridicule and reproach. Every 
little failing and neglect in her personal life was 
bruited abroad, and good husbands held her up before 
their wives and daughters as a pronounced example of 
what they ought not to be. These women agreed ver- 
bally with “Father, but their eyes were fixed upon 
the woman who had the courage of her convictions, 
with respectful questioning and secret sympathy. And 
she herself found comfort in the fact that other pro. 
testors were arising. She had awakened the courage in 
women to protest. And protestation means growth. 
That these protestations sometimes went to absurd ex- 
tremes worried masculine kind and the more conserva. 
tive of the women a very great deal, even though they 
affected to laugh the subjects out of mind. They would 
not have worried had they bethought themselves of the 
law that water will always seek its own level, and that 
it cannot rise above its source, and that there was 
therefore no danger of a deluge; that the high motive 
was ever above this river of feminine protest, to even- 
tually determine results; that if a few homes were 
neglected, and a few suppers remained uncooked at a 
time when women were first learning to club ta 
gether for public purposes it did not mean that homes 
were going to be neglected and suppers uncooked 
through the generations, if women secured what they 
were after. Yet this was the cry that went up. 
Women’s clubs were ridiculed in the papers. The club 
woman was ridiculed on the stage as an impossible 
creature in the household, who. had food fads which 
sterilized the table of every ounce of nourishing 
edibles, and in other ways forced a multitude of her un-

' True, you cannot quarantine the germ, but you can 
quarantine the productive soil upon which they feed 
and to which they are attracted and, to a great ex- 
tent, prevent the further spreading by so doing. 

A whole volume might be written on this subject of 
contagion and yet it could not add one iota to that so 
tersely and so completely expressed by Dr. Gibson. 
The aim of the editor of this page has been, is, and 
shall continue to be along the lines of promoting 
health through right living, to giving such advice as 
will bring each one in such a normal condition that 
the germs (from Germany) or the mike-robes (from 
Ireland) or the Paris-ites (from France) will not find 
congenial soil for their lodgment. The air is full of 
them, but they will lodge and develop only where they 
are invited. This accounts for the reason that cer- 
tain members of a family are stricken down when 
others are immune. It 1s simply a case of normal ver- 
sus abnormal condition. So much for contagion. 

Nor do I see the need of everlastingly knocking the 
doctors. I have done my share of that; have been 
rubbing it in for years; but I have had a change of 
heart. As the Gegnan said, “There went me a light 
up.” Do not misunderstand me. From the very bot 
tom of my hygienic soul 1 am for medical freedom 
freedom from every manner of thraldom, but I have 
fully realized that a man may become over-zealous 
even in a good cause—so much so that he may do more 
harm than good to the cause he refresents. “Twere 
better to be Constructive than destructive, and I 
havé also felt that the force wasted upon knocking is 
all that is necessary to achieve that for which we 
strive, and thereby command the attention and ad- 
miration of those whom we seek to help. 

On a future ooccasion I may find the time and oppor- 
tunity to express myself more fully and more clearly in 
regard to the medical profession—a plain, honest, can- 
did opinion free of malice and wholly without offence 
to my brother. 


Suggestions for Long Life. 


HE following so-called “nineteen commandments” 
to insure long life were given by Sir James Saw- 
yer, a prominent physician of Birmingham, England: 
Eight hours’ sleep. 
Sleep on your right side. 
Keep your bedroom window open al! night. 
Have a mat to your bedroom door. 
Do not have your bedstead against the wall. 
6. No cold tub in the morning, but a bath at the 
temperature of the body. 
7. Exercise before breakfast. 
_& Eat little meat and see that it is well cooked. 
9. (For adults.) Drink no milk. 
10. Eat plenty of fat, to feed the cells which destroy 
disease germs. 


11. Avoid all intoxicants, which destroy those cells. 
12. Daily exercise in the opgn air. 
13. Allow no pet animals in your living-rooms. 


They are apt'to carry about disease germs. 
14. Live in the country, if you can. 
15. Watch the three D’'s—drinking-water, damp, and 


16. Have change of occupation. 

17. Take frequent and short holidays. 

18. Limit your ambition: and 

19. Keep your temper. 

These are excellent rules with the exception of No. 6. 
The “cold tub in the morning” is all right for those 
who have sufficient vitality for reaction; therefore the 
proviso should be so stated. 

A Few Gentle Hints. fi 

LWAYS bear in mind the lungs are the dynamos of 

the body, while the breath is the motive power. 

If you breathe short and rapidly you are excitable 
and tense, therefore sick or cross most of the time. 

If you breathe full and long breaths you are cool- 
headed and fairly well. 

If you lie down on your back your mind becomes 
dreamy. 

When lying on your face the breath becomes irregu- 
lar, and the ideas you entertain at such times are of 
a flighty nature. 

When you sit erect your breath is easy and your 
mind is calm and serene. 

When you stand with the weight of the viscera and 
vital organs pressing downward your breath is heavy 
and you become negative, so that your mind can be 
swayed by amy one. You become receptive to any 
man’s ideas. You are powerless to think for yourself. 

When you stand erect, with chest well thrown out, 
you naturally suspend breath action; you are on the 
alert and ready to meet your enemy. 

Just watch these different positions of the body,

attitudes. You will soon determine the source of your 
trouhles, mental and physical, and wherein you have 
failed.

Eczema—Cause and Cure. 


Y SHORT article on eczema a few weeks ago 
brought out the following interesting communica- 
tion: 

“Il am an expert on eczema. I had it for four years 
nearly thirty years ago. The doctors who say it is in- 
curable are correct so far as their skill is concerned: 
they cannot cure it. I consulted leading specialists in 
London, England. They gave me arsenic, etc., which 
relieved it so long as I took the medicine, but it always 
came back again as soon as 1 stopped. Finally a 
Scotch doctor in Harrogate (1 am sorry I forgot his 
name) told me the truth about it. He said: ‘A young 
man like you ought to be able to shake this off without 
medicine. I would not take any if I were you, it is 
liable to produce intense irritation of the stomach 
later on if you do. This eczema,’ said he ‘is nothing 
in the world but suppressed perspiration; get your 
system invigorated as much as possible by every sen- 
sible means; eat anything you like that agrees with 
you, and get as much fresh air as possible.’ The diag- 
nosis ‘suppressed perspiration’ is the key to the solu- 
tion. I was working in an office at the time, but threw 
up my job and sailed for Australia, had a violent three 
seasickness and about a week's steady sweat 
crossing the equator, and have never been bothered 
with eczema since. Two or three times a pimple or so 
has made me fear the old trouble, but on such occa- 
sions I immediately put on warmer under-clothing, no 
matter how hot the weather might be, and the symp- 
toms disappeared at once. For. a person subject to 
eczema, woolen under-clothing is the onl¥ wear, as it 
prevents sudden chills. A thick-skinned man does not 
have eczema, it is only tender-skinned people who are 
liable to it. My skin is such that I dare not stay in 
cold water on the hottest day (for three minutes;) 
vertigo and nausea result if I do; also fleas, bedbugs 
and mosquitoes delight to make my acquaintance. |! 
am a juicy, ripe peach to them. They won't touch my 
brother, and he never bad eczema. The kind of chill 
that produces eczema is ‘the same as that which pro- 
duces ordinary colds. You may stay outdoors un a 
frosty day and shiver till your teeth chatter without 
contracting a cold or eczema because the temperature 
is alike all around you and the skin adjusts itself, ac- 
cordingly, but in a hot room with a draft you have two 
temperatures to contend against at the same time, and 
your clothing must be such that your skin is not placed 
in too close contact with both temperatures, or you 
catch cold, or eczema. 

“Let the sufferer from eczema get up a good circula 
tion and keep the pores open, and his eczema will dis- 
appear. Outside applications may comfort, but they 
cafinot cure it, neither will any kind of medicine cure 
it. That which produces it, the chill, must be avoided. 

“It cost me a good deal of misery and anxiety to 
learn this much wisdom, and I would like any who suf- 
fer to have the benefit of it.” ’ 

As I said in my previous article—there are so many, 
many kinds of eczema that it is almost impossible to 
prescribe except in individual cases where the general 
conditions are well known. 

The arsenic of which the correspondent speaks is 
probably “Fowler’s Solution’—an old stand-by in very 
veneral use. The chilling sensation is a lack of capil- 
lary circulation and the perspiring is a matter of skin 
elimination. Good blood and good circulation—these 
are the key to the situation. : 

What this method of treatment has done for the cor- 
respondent it may do for others. It surely fitted his 
case, and he has a right to feel sanguine as to the re- 
sults in general. 
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A Brief Summary of Essentials. ° 


HE human” body—the health and the care of it— 
depends upon good food, fresh air, proper exercise 
and the avoidance of things hurtful. 

Whatever else may be said, whatever system of ex- 
ercises may be adopted, whatever May be the decision 
on all other points, all well-informed athletes, physi- 
cians and physical-training directors will unitedly agree 
that: 

-First—One who takes much exercise should eat nu- 
tritious food. 

Second—One who eats nutritious food, if otherwise 
in proper physical condition, should take much exer- 
cise. 

Third—One who takes much exercise and does not 
eat nutritious food is wasting tissue where he does 
not rebuild it: the waste exceeds the vital supply. 

Fourth—One who allows the outgo to exceed the 
income (mentally or physically) must inevitably be- 
come a mental or physical bankrupt. 

Fifth—Good blood makes good tissue for brain or 
brawn; good food is necessary to make good blood, 
good air is necessary to purify it; good habits are 
necessary to produce good results.

Oldest Hospital in Europe. 

[Dietetic and Hygienic Gazette:] Perhaps the oldest 
hospital in Europe is the Hotel Dieu in Paris, which is 
said to have been founded in 660. True to its device, 
medious et hospes, not only the sick but also pilgrims 
and mendicants, regardless of age, sex, condition, creed 
or nationality, were admitted at all hours of the day and 
night: no regulations controlled their admission or de 
parture. It was the most important of the forty-eight 
hospitals which existed in Paris in 1788 amf in which 
during that year (according to the reportof-the com- 
mission consisting of Bally, Tenon and Lavoisier) 35,000 
sick and poor were cared for. 


Tuberculosis and Envirofiment. 


[New York Tribyne:] “The wounded soldiery of 
mankind,” as Robert Louis Stevenson caNed those men 
and women who had contracted tuberculosis, should be 
acquainted with environmental factors which aid or 
retard healing of the lungs. , 

Cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, as a rule, do no 
do well at the ‘seashore or sea level, or in winter re- 
sorts of low altitude, like Florida and South California. 
The lungs may be soothed into quietude, with no fur- 
ther invasion of tissue, by residence in warm, moist 
air, but repair of pulmonary tissue does not take place. 
_ Other conditions being equal, a slight change to 
higher elevation is always of remedial-value to the 
damaged lung. The removal to the considerable eleva- 
tions of sanatoriums in the Appalachian range or the 
dry plateaus of the West is immediately tonic to the 
tuberculous. 

Removal to @ higher altitude directly increases the f 
percentage of the haemoglobin—oxygen carrier—blood 
platelets, and white cells of the blood; these elements 
constitute the life-giving and disease-resisting qualities 
of the vital fluid tissue. | 
With every ascent of one hundred feet of elevation 
there is a slight increase in the volume of each Iinspira- 
tion of air into the lungs. This bulk increases of in- 
spired air atts constantly on the lungs—as a glove 
stretcher dilates a glove—expanding each air.cell and 
the chest itself, until the unconscious gymnastics have 
increased the chest expansion several cubic inches, 
with an enormous amplification of oxygenation and vi- 
talization of all body tissues. .

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Grasping the back of the head with the open hapds 
and pressing the fingers down firmly, the gcalp is 
moved from side to side and up and down at least 
twenty times. This operation is repeated with the sides, 
and every other portion of the scalp. The top and 
frontal part will be a little more difficult to manipulate, 
but it can be done b gentle persistence. Care must be 
taken to do no injury to hair or scalp by the finger 
nails, the flat of the fingers always being used. An- 
other manipulation given is grasping a feld of the scalp 
between thumb and index finger, and rolling it. This is 
to be done all over the scalp for five minutes. Another 
five minutes is given to rubbing the scalp all over in 
sections with the dry finger-tips. Care must be taken 
in thus massaging the scalp to so separate the hair 
that it will not be broken. These manipulations will 
stimulate the circulation, increase the elasticity and 
nutrition, and improve the condition of the underlying 
muscles. A healthful feeling of lightness is induced, 
which is exceedingly comfortable, and communicates 
itself throughout the body. The writer has found that 
the stimulation to the scalp has a direct effect in clear- 
ing a foggy, heavy feeling in the brain itself. 

Another manipulation oftén recomménded is taking 
a firm hold of single strands of the hair, and pulling 
with gentle but gradually increasing force. A number 
of loose hairs may come out in the process, but this 
need cause no uneasiness. 

Brushing the hair increases its growth, by stimulating 
circulation and removing dandruff. A deep brushing 
of the entire scalp, with bristles stiff enough to warm 
but not to scratch the scalp, should be gone through 
once a day, at least. In order to reach all parts of the 
scalp, the hair should be parted where the brushing 
takes place. 
The Shampoo and Scalp Lotion. 


A healthy scalp cannot be shampooed too frequently. 
The supply of oil, instead of being decreased by wash- 
ing, is facilitated by improved circulation. Where the 
scalp is in a bad condition from neglect or illness, and 
shows much dandruff, it may be washed two or three 
scalp is in a bad condition from neglect or illness, and 
times a week, the intervals between washings being 
gradually lengthened to two or three weeks. Tincture 
of green soap is recommended by physicians as the 
best shampoo. If it cannot be obtained, the official 
green soap is a good substitute, two ounces being 
mixed with one ounce of alcohol, and mixed with twice 
this amount of water. This is to be rubbed thoroughly 
into the scalp with the finger tips, the whole being 
gone over systematically, sufficient warm water being 
added to make a good lather. The lather must then be 
removed with several rinsing waters, the last’ being 
cold. The best way to dry the hair is with hot towels. 
The process is hastened by exposure to sun and air 
when the weather permits, which acts beneficially, and 
is’ better than drying by artificial heat. 

If the scalp is too dry, nothing is better than pure 
vaseline, although olive oil is a good substitute. After 
the shampoo, a little oil of sweet almonds may be 
rubbed into the scalp with great benefit. 

The latest medical authorities credit. dandruff to 
bacterial origin, which they name seborrheic eczema, 
and they have proven by experfment that it is con- 
tagious. It is believed that the parasite grows down 
into the hair follicle, between its walls and the hair. 
The constitutional causes of seborrhea are general de- 
bility, constipation, or any other poison-generating, de- 
bilitating condition of the system. Neglect and un- 
cleanliness contribute to the difficulty. Shampooing, 
massage and the periodical application of a little oil or
